GENTLEMEN, 

HE former editions of this tract, which has been fo 

well received by the public, were, with propriety, de- 
dicated to that Profeſſor under whoſe tuition I applied my- 
ſelf to the ſtudy of medicine—Dr. Charles Collignon, Pro- 
feſſor of Anatomy in the Univerſity of Cambridge, He has 
finiſhed his courſe of læctures on the theatre of life, and left 
his pupils to improve rom his labours and example. 


Eager to applaud wherever I fd an opportunity, I can- 
not, in preſenting the public with a new and enlarged edi- 
tion, omit acknowledging the politeneſs which I have ex- 
perienced from many members of the College, and the par- 
ticular marks of reſpect ſhewn to me by thoſe, with whom 
I have the happineſs of being perſonally intimate, At the 
ſame time, however, I think myſelf perfectly free to cenſure 
thoſe whoſe public conduct appears to deſerve it. 
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By a continual ſtudy for the improvement of my medi- 
cines, and a diligent attention to the caſes of thoſe patients 
who have thought proper to conſult me, I have endea- 
voured to contribute my ſhare towards reſcuing the propri- 
etors of public noſtrums from that od:um under which they 
have the misfortune to labour; and I recommend all regu- 
lar practitioners to act equally as conſcientious. 


The diſcoverers or proprietors of public medicires, 
whether they poſſeſs any real knowledge of phy ſic or not, 
have been branded with the name of Ouachs; but it is 
feared, that the greate/t quacks will be found among it the 
regular-bred practitioners, who are ſuppoſed to be acquainted 
with the generality of diſeaſes as well as with their parti- 
cular remedies:—for the proprietor of a public medicine 
adminiſters his remedy only in one or a few particular com- 
plaints, for which it is deemed a ſpecific; and was He to 
recommend the ſame mode of treatment to a patient af- 
flicted with a pleurihj, as he did to a hypochondriac, HE would 
juſtly be held in the greateſt deriſion; but a regular prac- 
titioner has full liberty, like Dr. Sangrado, to think bleeding 
and warm water univerſal remedies! Without incurring 
the cenſure of ignorance, the Balſam of Capivi may, by Hin 
be conſidered as the grand panacea, and the dry vomit as a 
ſpecific in all caſts. I have now by me a preſcription ge- 
nerally given by a late celebrated popular phyſician: In one 
inſtance within my own knowledge, it was preſcribed to a 
delicate young lady about ſixteen, for an obſtruction pecu- 
liar to her age; and in another, to a ſtout middle-aged man, 


in a caſe not gxatly ſimilar; and I now know a practitioner, 
e

who - ie effects of any ew drug which comes into fa- 
ſkior, 7 adminiſtering it in al caſes indiſcriminately, until 
his enquiries generally terminate in a concluſion, that it 
poſleſſes uo virtue at all, 


The regular practitioner has one advantage, however, 
which the guac can never attain to; which is, that if a pa- 
tient dies whilit taking a medicine from the latter, it is the 
medicine which #://s him, and the proprietor is never for- 
given; but amongſt the ten thouſand times ten thouſand 
which die ſecundem artem, it only happens that the phyſician 
has mi//aten the caſe, or he was called in too late. Therefore 
we SELDOM hear of a perſon dying under a guack, 


That univerſal benevolence, and that ſpirit of chriſtian 
charity, ſo ſtrongly inculcated by the Divine Author of the 
law of love, which is given unto us in the goſpel of peace; 
ought to be particularly cheriſhed by, and conſpicuous in, 
thoſe whoſe office and duty it is to imitate the Firſt and 
Great Phyſician of the Univerſe: HE 75 no reſpecter of per- 
ſons; but WHOSOEVER feareth him and deeth good, is ac- 
centec of Him, without enquiring whether he is a member 
of the College, or hath ever advertiſed a medicine, But 
aoſe who ſhould be his followers, not only “ ſhut the gates 
of merey on all out of the pale of their own mona/tery, 
but extend their inveteracy to the diſtreſſed widows and to 
the orphans yet unborn, of any medical man, who hath had 
tne plulanthropy to publiſh to the world, that he is enabled 
to cure a violent diſeaſe, when the Dignitaries of his col- 
lege have been conſulted in vain; for in a pamphlet lately 
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put into my hands, containing Laws of the Society for the 
Relief of Widows and Orphans of Medical Men in London 
and its vicinity, I find the following clauſe: « Any mem- 
ber, who ſhall publicly advertiſe any medicine, as a ſecret, 
either as to ingredients or mode of preparation; or who 
ſhall publicly advertiſe to CURE ANY DISEASE; and who 
ſhall not totally diſcontinue the ſaid practice Hall ceaſe to 
be a member — ſo that his widow and children are, by the 
father's philanthropy, excluded any benetit to be derived 
from this ſociety cf meinbers of the College. At the head 
of this benevolent inſtitution, I ſee the following reſpe able 
names: Right Hon. Earl of Leiceſter, Sir Joſeph Banks, 
Dr. Warren, Dr. Turton, Dr. Letuſom, Dr. Reynolds, 
Dr. Pitcairn !! ! 


In the early ages of medicine, it ſhould ſeem that phyſi. 
eians confined their practice chiefly to ſome particular diſ- 
eaſe, or to the effects of a few particular remedies; and theſe 
remedies were very ſimple, being chiefly ſelected from the 
vegetable kingdom, 


After ages degenerated ftrangely from this ſimplicity; 
and in proceſs of time, inſtead of the pure productions of 
our mother earth, we find all kinds of filth introduced into 
the Materia Medica; inſomuch that the phyſician's pre— 
ſeriptions might nearly be made up fiom a dunghill or a 
charnel-houſe—and the excrement of a dove was a bolus 
tor a dying patient.

There is now, and appears always to have been, a 
faſhion in phyſie, as much as in dreſs; and it is moſt to be 
lamented, that whilſt in faſbion, be a thing ever fo abſurd, 
it will be adopted, but when its reign is over, be it ever ſo 
uſeful, it is, in a great meaſure, rejected, Hence many 
valuable ſimples are ſunk into diſrepute, whillt a variety 


of inſignificant though laborious compounds are held forth 
as the philoſopher's tone. 


Having thus tried Nature in her pure as well as her 
moſt impure ſtate, Art was called in as an handmaid or 
mediator; Chemiſtry came in faſhion; and by the help of 
an ordeal trial, the inhabitants of the grave and the refuſe 

of a dunghill are purified and made white; whilſt, in many 
inſtances, even the native robe of innocence, which 
Nature gave to her own children, is torn from them, and 


they are robbed of that virtue, which they did once in- 
herit from their parent. 


[ do not mean, however, to condemn zſeful or ex- 
perimental chemiſtry : By that we are ſupplied with ſome 
articles of much conſequence in the preſent practice; 
yet by that we are alſo not only deprived of many va- 
luable ſimples, but are ſupplied with a number of la- 
borious trifles. —Be it, then, the phyſician's care to diſ- 
criminate: Let him attend to the real intereſt of his patient! 
Let him, in ſelecting even from faſhionable drugs, © refuſe 
the evil, and chuſe the good,” that the ſons of affliction 
may riſe up to praiſe him, and the daughters of diſeaſe call 
cown bleſſings upon his head. 
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Whether the patient's faith has been the ground of the 
phyſician's practice, or the practice of the phyſician that 
of the patient's faith, I will not determine; but certain it 
is, that the faith of one has been in perfect unity with the 
practice of the other; and it appears, that a dying patient 
would have a much greater reliance on the effects of 
a few grains of chemical duſt, or a ſcruple of bark brought 
from Mexico or Peru, than in all the ſimples to be gathered 
in our fields, or in the bark of any tree which his own 


country produces. 


Happy nation ! the time of your phyſical vexation is no 
more !/—Your darkneſs is diſperſing ! This is the dawn- 
ing of that day, when Medicine ſhall recover its native 
ſimplicity, and he Sun of Medicine ſhall ſurely ariſe with 
healing on his wings. The ſtudy of botany, and the re- 
-duttion of that ſtudy to uſeful purpoſes, is now coming 
again into faſhion, and is encouraged by men of learning, 
ability, and integrity. Every day ſome new ſtar is ap- 
pearing in the botanic himiſphere. The various and excel- 
lent works which have been lately and are now publiſhing) 
tending to facilitate and encourage the ſtudy of medical 
botany, are a particular honour to the perſons concerned 
in them, as well as an ornament to the nation. The 
works of Woodeville, Baylis, Hill, Culpepper, and every 
other publication which tends to promote that uſeful 
branch of medical enquiry, cannot be too ſtrongly recom- 
mended to the attention of ſtudents and young prac- 


titioners in phyſic, and Du, who have the direction of 
their 
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their ſtudies,” will, doubtleſs, lead them through theſe 


pleaſing themes. 


You, Gentlemen, to whom theſe few pages are ad- 
drefled, You are the guardians of the public health !— 
You are the diſpenſers of happineſs to the ten thouſand 
thouſand children of affliction: YouRr's is the pleaſing 
ſtudy to cauſe the mourner to rejoice—to raiſe him from 
the bed of ſickneſs! *Tis YouR's to reſtore a huſband 
to the widow, and a parent to the child Like the great 
Elijah, YOU are made prophets of the Moſt High God, 
and enabled to reſtore life unto the widow's ſon Like

they are generally, termed) have given ſuch a ſanction !

INTRODUCTION 


ins GH the following pages were written 
with an intent to recommend a few ſecret preſcrip- 
tions, yet it is preſumed, that there is nothing contained 
therein but what is founded upon Reaſon, as well as upon 


that firm baſis of all Medical Knowledge Practical Ex- 
perience. 


The expreſs purpoſe of this publication being thus ac- 
knowledged, it ſcarcely need be obſerved, that it is not in- 
tended ſo much for the critical eye of the learned, as for 
the inſtruction of the ignorant, the illiterate, and the 
afflicted. The language is, therefore, adapted to the moſt 
ſimple capacity, and it is to be hoped will be ſufficiently 
underſtood by thoſe for whom it is chiefly deſigned.

come the chief vehicle for giving information to the af. 
flicted, where they may apply for relief in ſickneſs, lame. 
neſs, or any other calamity which may happen to the body; 
and every humane perſon, who is poſſeſſed of a remedy for 
any particular complaint, thinks it his duty to make known 
to the world, that he will ſupply the afflicted with his re- 
medy at a moderate profit, 


Never, perhaps, was there an age, wherein the preparers 
and venders of medicines were ſo numerous as at preſent; 
the preſs daily teems with their productions ; the newſpapers 
are crowded with their lifts of cures; and we are perpe— 
tually hearing of ſome grateful perſon, who is ſending forth 
his thanks in print, for having been reſtored to health from 
a dangerous diſeaſe, and miraculouſly reſcued from the jaws 
of Death, by ſyrups, tinctures, powders, drops, and baiſams, 
prepared by theſe advertiſers. Their eſſays, treatiſes, and 
diſſertations on the various diſeaſes incident to mankind, 
have been purchaſed with avidity, and read with attention; 
they have impreſſed on the minds of the readers a favour- 
able opinion of the compoſitions they recommend ; and, by 
explaining the peculiar eaſe with which they may be taken, 
and the very great probability of their pertorming an effec- 
tual cure, they have eſtabliſhed an extenſive ſale for their 
articles, and are at this time held by many in the higheſt 
eſteem, as the univerſal diſpenſers of health and long life.

There is, on the contrary, a number of perſons with 
whom a prejudice againſt theſe medicines hath taken root, 
and who exclaim againit the inventors of them iu the moſt 


vehement manner, and vilify both tuem and their medicines 
with names the moſt opprobrious and undeſerved. And 
why ? Merely becaule they are advertiſed. Are their vir- 
tues leſſened by this means? Docs an advertiſement in a 
public neveſpaper render the medicine leſs efficacious or 


valuable? In the eye of reaſon it ſhould ſeem otherwiſe z 
but if the aſſertions of our adverſaries may be credited, one 
ſingle advertiſement ſubverts the whole mals of ingredients, 
deſtroys the nature of the compoiition, and takes away all . 
its power. | 


Yet what is there in a newſpaper that ſhould occaſion 
this mighty diſgrace ? "They were at firl?, indeed, merely 
conveyancers of political information—diſcloling the ſe- 
crets of miniſterial councils, and prefaging to the public a 


future peace or war; but their plan has ſince been mate- 
rially altered and improved; they are now become the ves 
hicles of general information; and there is ſcarcely any ar- 
ticle in life, of which we ſtand in need, but what an adver- 
tiſement will more eaſily procure than any other means we 
can deviſe, People are thoroughly convinced of this ad- 
vantage, and hence it is that advertiſements are ſo numerous 


in all our newſpapers: They form a conſiderable part of

their contents, and to men of buſineſs are certainly the moſt 
valuable. The Merchant, by this means, knows the de- 
parture, voyages, and arrivals of his veſiels; the Sporifman 
is preſented wich an account of the country races, as alſo 

| with 
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with the ſales of horſes and their pedigrees; the Farmer 
ſees the ſtate of the harveſt through the kingdom, and reads 
of the improvements in huſbandry; and the Tradeſman has 
a variety of information, which at once pleaſes and infirutts 
him. Nor are the Ladies exempt from deriving advan— 
ages from a newſpaper. In that they trace the progreſs of 
faſhion through all its various windings, learn who ap. 
peared the moſt brilliant at the ball or in the drawing-room, 
ſee when all the places of diverſion open and ſhut, are in. 
formed who ſells the moſt valuable perfumes, and read a 
long liſt of births and marriages; whilſt the Humane 
Chriſtian, whoſe heart melts at the woes of his fellow 
mortals, may find, from reading the newſpapers, an ample 
field for exerciſing that greateſt of all chriſtian virtucs— 


Charity. 


And yet ſhall it be reckoned a crime, if the old and fecble 
invalid, whoſe infirmities confine him from the buſy world, 
but who is {till deſirous of knowing how affairs go on, and 
therefore reads the News {hall it be reckoned a crime, if in 
the ſame paper that he reads for amuſement, he reads alto 
how he may be relieved from his affliction ? The propri- 
etors of many medicines have no reſource but this. Ihe 
entrance to every other path is ſhut againſt them; they are, 
therefore, the laſt perſons that ſhould be ſpoke again!: for 
following this ſerviceable method. 


The cures done by the faculty are ſuch as muſt excite 
the wonder and gratitude of all vcho have been witneſs to 


them; but did there yet remain one ſingle diſorder which 
they 
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they cannot cure, a medicine c:iculated to remove ſuch 
complaint, and which is able to remove it, is certainly 
deſerving public protection and encouragement, 

And does not every day preſent us with the indiſputable 
teſtimonies of living witneſſes, who, but for the relief of 
\ theſe advertiſed medicines, had certainly fallen a ſacrifice 
to their diſorder; or what, perhaps, is ſtill worſe, had 
continued miſerable objects of diſtreſs, unhappy in them- 
ſelves, and troubleſome to their friends. 


How numerous are the accounts which are thus pro- 
duced of perſons being cured by this means! and how 
ſincere a pleaſure muſt every feeling mind receive from a 
* peruſe] of ſuch valuable cures, and from the reflection, 
that we are not deſtitute of remedies for our moſt danger- 
ous diſorders, though given up by the faculty as totally 


incurable ! 


But as moſt the noble deſigns and beſt inſtitutions are 
ſubject to perverſion, it would be a want of candour in 
defending the mode of advertiſing medicines, if we did 
not at the ſame time expreſs our juſt abhorrence of the 
vilainy of thoſe impoſtors, who make uſe of this method 
to rob the unwary not only of their money, without 
affording relief to them, but a great many even of their 
lives. A ſubject wherein our lives are ſo materially con- 
J cerned, is too ſerious and important to be treated on 
with levity, or with a deſign of furthering the private in- 


tereſt of any claſs of people; and therefore can be no 
excuſe 
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themſclves to a certain indelicate complaint, which hath 


the mean while ſpreads through all cheir veins, till at length 
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excuſe for him, who to anſwer this ſelfiſh purpoſe, would 
endeavour to eſtabliſh erroneous principles among the 
multitude, and perſuade them to the application of medi. 
Cines, which deſtroy, inſtead of curing them. 


In general, however, theſe kind of impoſtors confine 


been fatal to many young perſons of both ſexes Unhappy 
objects! borne away by a fondneſs for inordinate pleaſure, 
or ruined perhaps, by ſome deceitful wretch, they are 
inſenſibly led on to this practice, and ere they reach the 
meridian of their lives, they fall a prey to an infamous 
diſeaſe, The fear of publiſhing their ſituation frequently 
prevents them ſeeking a timely remedy, and the poiſon in 


they are reduced to the diſagrecable neceſſity of ſubmitting 
to the moſt torturing operations, or of ſinking into ti 
grave amidſt inconceivable agonies. 


Here, ſurely, is diſtreſs ſufficient to excite our pity; and 
it cannot but be expected that proper encouragement wil 
be given to him who can furniſh a fimple medicine, which 
may recover theſe miſerable ſufferers, without expoſing 
them to a violent operation, or occaſioning the leaſt in- 
jury to their conſtitution, Such a remedy is recommended 
in the courſe of the following pages: Its cficacy has bee 
happily experienced by thouſands, who, from the bri: 
of the grave, have been reſtored to life and health, an 
from being a burthen to themſelves and the public, has: 
been rendered uſgful and valuable members of ſociety. 


And 
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And ſuch has been the effect of this remedy on ſome of the 
patients, that though before unwilling to have their ſitua-

ever be found not to poſſeſs the deſired efficacy, they have 
at leaſt tis excellent property, that the patient is never left 
in a worſe ſtate than when he began the uſe of them,—He 
tiercfore only wiſhes for an impartial trial of them; and 
wvever ſhould taken upon himſelf to condemn any medi- 
cine, before he has taken the trouble to enquire how far 
it deſerves his cenſure, betrays a mind full of hatred and 
envy, which cannot bear to ſee the proſperity of another, 
without endeavouring to injure him and deltroy his repu- 
tation. 


But the recommending proper remedies to thoſe already 
allicted, is not the only intent of theſe pages: One grand 
motive of them is to guard unwary youth from “ the de- 
ceitfulneſs of ſin! to warn them falling into a deluſive 


labit, that faſcinates the ſenſes, and allures its votaries to 
the

leaves a gloom upon the mind, a depreſſion upon the ſpi- 
rits, and a melancholy upon the ſoul, which, in the end,

the melancholy caſes inſerted at the end, and an imparti: 
view of the dreadful conſequences which many thouſands 
of young people have brought upon themſelves for the 
want of ſuch a friendly guide—ſhould this "again be (for

it prove the means of leading ignorant, unguarded Youth, 
from the dark precipice of Falſhood and Vice, to the 


bright realms of Truth and Virtue, ineſtimable will be 
the ſatisfaction of the author, and happy, thrice happy 
will it be for the reader. 


As members of ſociety, and as well wiſhers to our 
fellow creatures, it is our duty, no doubt, to encourage all

NCIENT medical writers have been at much trou- 
ble in diſtinguiſhing the various diſorders of the ſkin, 
of which they have made up a very conliderable catalogue; 


but the denomination of Scurvy hath, in modern times, 
been given to the whole claſs, as well as to all cutaneous 
, eruptions whatever; nor is it meant here to attempt the 


G&lorders ranked under that head. 

The Scurvy, in many parts of the world, is conſidered 
as an endemic evil, and for above a century was the 
lcourge of Europe, In armies it hath frequently been 
reckoned to deſtroy more lives than the {word ; and

diſtinction, as the remedy propoſed is applicable to all the 
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where it does not by itſelf riſe to ſo viſible a calamity, is 
frequently a dreadful addition ta the malignity of other 
dileaſes. 

Scorbutic complaints were for a long ſeries of years ima. 
gined to be far beyond the power of medicine; and many 
an unhappy mortal has gone through the whole Materia 
Medica for this diſorder, without receiving any real he. 
nefit: Sea-water has been tried without effect; the ſever] 
hoſpitals have not been more luccelsfu], and the paticut, 
after lingering ſrom year to year, became a ſpectacle tog 
horrid to behold, and gladly received the finiſhing ſtroke 
of death. IIappily, however, this is not now tlie cate: 
Plain {imple methods have been diſcovered of putting a 
top to this conſuming plague, and its danger obviated. 
But, alas! mankind having totally loſt their original ſim— 
plicity, they have loſt allo all reliſh for ſimple remedies; 
They ſeek after ſigns and wonders, expecting medicines 
that will work miracles, and think it too much trouble to 
& waſh and be clcan.” Like Naaman the Syrian, they 
think, Ile will ſurely come out to me, and ſtand and call 
on the name of the Lord his God, and ſtrike his hand over 
the place, and recover the leper,” without calling then- 
feloes upon the name of the Lord, and applying the means 
Which he hath appointed, Indeed it is much to be lament- 
ed, that very few people have ſufficient confidence in the 
means which Providence hath put in their own power, 
for eradicating this troubleſome diſorder; not reflecting, 
that all medicine will be taken in vain, if they do not aflil 


its operations by a proper attention to other particulars, 
The real Scurvy occurs in different habits and in differ. 
ent conſtitutions, Other diſeaſes are often miſtaken for 


this, and this 1s as ſrequently miſtaken for other com- 
Plalnts.

plaints. It may (Dr. Lind obſerves) take its origin from 
many cauſes, perhaps little ſuſpected to give riſe to ſuch a 
diſorder, It may be occaſioned after a fever, by unſound 
viſcera, or by a vitiated ſtate of the blood; and experience 
has ſufficiently proved, that many of thoſe obſtinate caſes 
which occur in patients who have undergone repeated 


courles of mercury for a ſuppoſed venereal taint, are really 

' ſcorbutic, Perſons whole conſtitutions are hereditarily li- 
able to the ſcorbutic corruption, cannot bear the operation 
of mercury in any form or ſhape whatever, even in a ve- 
ry [mall quantity; therefore when that medicine hath been 
freely and injudiciouſly adminiſtered to them, it more 
particularly difpoſes ſuch conſtitution to receive the ſcor- 
butic taint from any obvious external cauſe, 
This diſeaſe is in ſome meaſure hereditary to Britiſh con- 
ſtitutions, and it may alſo be contracted by a variety or 
complication of external cauſes; the chief of which are 2 
cold and moiſt air, damp rooms, beds and clothes, groſs 
viſcid food, and want of exerciſe; and whatever cloſes 
the pores of the {kin, and leſſens or obſtructs perſpiration, 
It is fo general a diſorder, that few people are free from 

it, and its {ſymptoms are ſo various and uncertain, that it 
can he no wonder it is ſo frequently miſtaken for other 
complaints, A ſcorbutic humour in the blood does not 
always manifeſt itſelf outwardly by blotches and ſpots up- 
on the ſkin; but often lurks within, and occaſions ſuch 
ſymptoms that the patient has no idea that the effects are 
produced by ſuch a cauſe. Where there are external 
eruptions, there can be no doubt of the patient being ſcor- 
butic; but the inward ſymptoms are fo difficult to deſcribe, 
that Mathiolus has very juſtly obſerved, * If any one is ill 
ad knows not his complaint, let him ſuſpe@ the Scurvy.“

Boerhaave, Sydenham, Hoffman, Pringle, and other 
excellent writers and profeſſers of the medical art, have 


given accurate deſcriptions of the Scurvy, ſo fatal to mari. 
ners in general, and have athgned the principal cauſcs of 
the diſorder. 

Dr. Pringle aſcribes it, particularly in long voyages, to 
corrupted air and proviſions on board unventilated ſhips, 

Boerhaave allows, that the Scurvy chiefly affects the 
inhabitants of cold northern climates, particularly in 
marſhes, low, fat and moiſt foils, near ſtagnating waters, 
whether freſh or ſalt. Perſons of ſedentary lives are moſt 
ſubject to it; thoſe allo that feed on ſalted and ſmoak- 
dried fleſh or fiſh, ſca biſcuit, ſtinking water, and ſalt old 
cheeſe.—To which {as Mr, Clark obſerves) may be added 
% that putrid water is of itſelf ſufficient to corrupt, by 
flow degree, the whole maſs of blood, lymph, and other 
Juices and ſecretions from thele two frit.” 

The cauſe and nature of the Sxa Scurvy, ſo common 
and fatal to ſa:Jors and mariners in general, ariſes, then, | 
“ from an alkaleſcent and putreſcent ſtate of the dluod, 
a hot acrimonious quality in it, which occaſions it to be 
unequally fluid, part being thick and grumous, arid part 
broken and d fiulved, without having its due craſis and! 
conſiſtence in any channels of its circulation. In the 
judgment of the beſt writers, it lows from a relxcd tate 
of the ſolids, and a diſſolution of the fluids.“ 

The Laxp Scvurvy is generally ſaypoſed to origine 
from an accent or ſour ſtate of tie blood. | 

The above are the chief cauſes of this fatal diſorder, ac- 
knowledged to be the molt virulent of all chroiical dif- 
tempers. But as Dr. Mead obſerves, “It is a diſeals | 


various and diilertcut in appearance, that it does not Cem 
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"to be one and the ſame diſorder. This is one reaſon why 
many are afflicted with it, and know it not, as it aſſumes 
various forms of pains, rheumatiſm wandering and fix- 
ed, great depreſſion of ſpirits, hypochondriacal and hyſ- 
terical ſymptoms, unſuſpected of a ſcorbutic cauſe, as the 
diſtemper lurks in the blood, not yet having put on its 
uſual appearance on the ſkin, legs,” &c. 

A very common conſequence of a ſcorbutic habit is ul- 
cerated lungs. Alſo difficulty of breathing, nauſea and 
vomiting ; looſeneſs and coſtiveneſs, fainting fits, pains in 
every part of the body, burning pains in the kidnies and 
urinary paſſage (commonly miſtaken for the ſtone and 
gravel), hard tumours in the groin, and other glandular 
parts of the body, pricking pains in the ſoles of the feet, 
weakneſs of the whole nervous ſyſtem, cramps, convul- 
tons, drowſineſs, langour, tremor of the limbs, the 


droply, with a variety of other ſymptoms, particularly 


thole incident to females, may all proceed from a ſcor— 
butic habit, and can only be relieved by reſtoring the 
blood to a ſtate of purity; and it is in vain to ſeek for any 
relief without an attention to that as the primary object. 
Dr. Cheyne has very juſtly obſerved, that © There is no 
cironical diſtemper whatſoever more uaiverſal, more ob- 
knate, and more fatal in Britain, than the Scurvy. taken in 
its general extent, Scarce any one chronical diſorder but 
owes its origin to a {corbutic cachexy, or is ſo complicated 
with it, that it furniſhes its moſt cruel and obſtinate ſymp- 
loms, To it we owe all the dropfies that happen after the 
meridian of life; all diabetes, aſthmas, conſumptions of 
ſeveral kinds, many ſorts of cholics and diarrhœas; ſome 
kinds of gouts and rheumatiſins; all palfes ; various kinds. 
of | ulcers, and poſſibly the cancer itſelf; moſt cutaneous: 
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ſoulneſſes, weaklyconſtitutions, bad dige ſtions, vapeurs, me- 
lancholies, and almoſt all nervous diſtempers whatſoever,”

Sydenham ſays, © The Scurvy is known by a ſponta. 
neous wearineſs, a heavineſs of the body, difficulty of 
breathing, eſpecially after motion, rottenneſs of the gums, 
ſtinking breath, frequent bleeding of the noſe, difficulty 
of walking, ſometimes a ſwelling, and ſometimes a fall 
ing away of the legs, in which there are always livid, 
plumbeous, yellow, or violet-coloured ſpots, with the face 
generally of a pale, tawney colour. 

Boerhaave, (who ſaw the moſt virulent kinds of this 
diſorder in Holland) has marked, with great preciſion, 
the ſeveral ſtages of it, 

© The firſt ſtage begins with unuſual lazineſs, ſpontz- 
neous wearineſs, a pain in all the muſcles, as if over-tired, 
eſpecially in the legs and loins; when the patient awakes 
in the morning, all his joints and muſcles ſcem to be 
tired and bruiſed, 

e In. the ſecond ſtage, the gums ſwell, grow pain!" 
hot, and itching, bleeding upon the leaſt preſſure; the 
roots of the teeth become bare and looſe; he feels pains 
in all the external and internal parts of the budy imitate 
ing diſtempers proper to various parts. 
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„In the third ſtage, the gums become putrid, with a 
cadaverous ſmell; when they are inflamed, blood diſtils 
from them, and a gangrene enſues; the looſe teeth by 
degrees grow yellow, black, and rotten; there are often 
bœmorrhages, which break out from the ſkin, without 
any appearance of a wound, from the lips, gums, mouth, 
noſe, lungs, ſtomach, liver, ſpleen, pancreas, inteſtines, 
womb, kidneys, &c,—Obſtinate ulcers ariſe, which no 
application can cure, and are apt to turn to a gangrene; 
they break out in all parts of the body, but eſpecially 
in the legs, and arc attended with a ſtench; there is a 
kind of itch, and dry ſcabs, with a dry mild leproſy; 
the blood drawn from the veins is black and grumous, 
and yet wants its due conſiſtence in the fibrous parts; the 
ſerum 1s ſalt, ſharp, and abounding with a yellowiſh 
green mucus on the ſurface ; there are gnawing and tore 
menting pains, quickly ſhifting from place to place, which 
grow more violent in the night, affecting all the joints, 
bones, and viicera, - 

In the fourth ſtage, there are fevers of various kinds, 
which bring on an atrophy, ſometimes &i wrhoeas, dy- 
ſenteries, or violent ſtranguaries, as alſo faintings, and 
mortal anxieties, a droply, conſumption, convullions, 
trembling, a palſy, black ſpots, voiding of blood up- 
wards and downwards, a putrefaction of the liver, 
ſpleen, pancreas and meſentery, and now the contagion 
ſpreads rapidly, and death ſoon follows.” 

It may not be improper to obſerve here, That however 
virulent the ſymptoms of this diſorder might be in the 
time of Sydenham or Boerhaave, the mere Scurvy now 
ſcarcely ever puts on ſuch a high degree of virulence as 
above deſcribed; and the moſt common and obvious 

B 4 | ſymptoms 
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fymptoms are thus comprized in a plain and concife 
manner by Mr. Clark: 

“ A liſtleſſneſs to action and motion, a ſallow and 
bloated countenance, a general weakneſs, heavincſs, and 
wearineſs, without any cauſe to produce ſuch effects, dif. 
ficulty of breathing, ſtinking breath, ſoft, ſpungy, and 
bleeding gums, livid, black and blue ſpots on the ſkin, 
on the legs, and other parts of the body, ſwellings and 
waſtings of the legs, contractions of the tendons, faintings, 
and, not unfrequently, ſudden death,” 

No ſymptom of this diſorder is more diſagreeable to the 
patient, than the ſcorbutic ulcer; and there is no ſymprom, 
perhaps, to which improper remedics are more generally 
applied. With reſpect to the uſe of mercury in thcle 
kind of ulcers, it ought always to be had in view, that in 
ſuch as are really ſcorbutic, inſtead of acting as a remedy, 
if given in any conſiderable quantity, it proves almolt a 
certain poiſon,” Bell on Ulcers, And indeed a long: con- 
tinued uſe of mercury is in no cafe free from danger, as it 
evidently colliquates the Whole maſs of blood, weakens the 
nerves, and brings on tremors and palſies. 

Dr. Lind, in- his univerſally. admired Treatiſe on the 
Scurvy, ſpeaking of real ſcorbutic ulcers, ſays, * The 
flighteſt bruiſes and wounds of ſcorbutic perſons degenerate 
into ſuch ulcers;” but mercury, he adds, © in a truly 
ſcorbutic ulcer, is the moſt dangerous and pernicious medi. 
cine that can be adminiſtered, —There are few medicines 
carried out in a ſea cheſt which are here of ſervice, Those 
of the mineral kingdom, ſuch as ſteel, antimony, and clpe- 
cially mercury, do manifeſt harm, Vegetables have great 
and peculiar virtues in this diſeaſe, ariſing from a combina- 


tion of various qualities; and the beſt remedies are furniſhed 
from

remedy ; but it ſhould be obſerved that perſeverance is 
often neceſlary ; in all caſes a particular attention to the 
directions, as well as regularity in the time and doſe, is to 
be regarded ; and above all, it muſt be noticed, that it will 
be in vain to expect any relief from this remedy without 
punctuality; for taking a bottle or two properly, then 
leaving off for ſome days and beginning again, will be of 
no kind of ſervice.

The operation of this Syrup being on the glandular and 
lymphatic ſyſtem, it is a principal object that it be ſuffici- 
ently retained in the bowels to be conveyed into that ſyſ- 
tem. Purging prevents this effect; therefore perſons in 
very debilitated conditions ſhould begin with only one

Robuſt, as well as tender conſtitutions, are found in the 
extreme of coſtiveneſs or laxity ; but theſe extremes are 
equally unfavous able to a cure, in all caſes for which this 
Syrun is recommended, Therefore when the bowels are 
ſo i1ritab © that a ſmall quantity purges, and the diſorder 
requiizz a urger doſe than can be retained in the bowels, 
the pa nt uſt he more particularly careful to avoid all 
acid and irrit ing ſubſtances, ſuch as raw ſallads, cyder, 
ſhar> wines, punch, and in ſome caſes even the uſual ve- 
getables of the table. In ſuch circumſtances, the diet 
ſnould cont t of light animal food, plain rice well boiled, 
weak can.cmile, roſg leaf, or roſemary tea, a little good 
red port, or Made'ra, according to the feelings of the 
petien..— thei2 means are not ſufficient to keep the 
modicine om running off by ſtool, recourſe muſt be had 
to a little opium. 

ens whole ſituation in life will admit of it, ſhould 


attend to the following obſervations : To eat no, falted 
meat, 
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meat, made gravy, ſoups, or any thing high ſeaſoned. 
Temperance is favourable to every object reſpecting health; 
but extremes of either kind are to be avoided, and care 
ſhould be taken to diſtinguiſh between temperance and a 
poor low mode of living. This Syrup being in itſeif 
purely vegetable, a low vegetable diet is by no means 
friendly to its operations. Fleih meat may and ought to 
be eaten, but it ſhould be ſuch as is freſh, plain, ſound, 
and eaſy of digeſtion, 

The breakfaſt ſhould be gruel, tea, coffee, cocoa, 
milk-porridge, or Dr. Hodſon's Aromatic tea, 

For dinner all rich fauces muſt be avoided ; alſo ſpiced, 
falted, high-ſcaſoned and ſmoke-dried proviſions, as well 
as acids, raw cold fallads, unripe fruits, and the mot 
indigeſtible kind of boiled vegetables. 

Eat beef, veal, mutton, lamb, poultry, and rabbits: 
roaſted meats are far preferable to boiled, and their own 
natural gravy ſhould be uſed freely. Shrimps, prawns, 
crabs, cray-fiſh, and oyſters may be taken freely ; lobſten 
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very ſparingly, but no other kind of fiſh, 
Muſtard, horſe-radiſh, celery, turnips ſqueezed cry 


| 
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from water; and in general moſt kinds of warm ſallads; 
but cucumbers, (in ſome caſes peas,) beans, or any cold 
vegetables, will greatly obſtru& the medicine and retard 
the cure, | 

A ſtrict abſtinence from butter, fat, oil, checſe, bacon, 
and ſalted meats; from vinegar, pickles, and every acid, 
muſt be obſerved, particularly in obſtinate ſcorbutic, 
rheumatic, or ſcrophulous caſes, or the medicine cannot 
have the deſired effect. 

*.* Though ſalted meat ought not to be eaten, it is not 
meant to exclude the ule of alt with freſh meat, 
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The ſupper cannot be too light, and ſhould be taken as 
early as convenient. But the patient ſhould take parti- 
cular care not to live too much upon flops. A due portion 
of animal, as well as vegetable food appears to be neceſ- 
fary to afford a proper nouriſhment to the human frame, 
Ruſk, biſcuit, or the cruſt of bread, is far preferable to the 
crumb, which (particularly in that made in London) con- 
+ tains an acidity that is evaporated from the cruſt, eſpecially 
where it is rather burnt, -[lartſhorn jellies made good, 
with a little wine, without acid, may be uſed with free- 
dom; and broth without ſpicery. All ſpirituous and 
ſtrong liquors muſt be abſtained from. Good ſound malt 
liquor may be drank at meals by thoſe who find that it 
agrees belt with their conſtitution, But it is very certain, 
that in moſt conſtitutions where there is a ſcorbutic taint, 
all liquor in which there is any proportion of hops is inju- 
rious; whillt the juice or extract of malt is very ſervice- 
able, Hence it follows, that although ale or porter may, - 
in many caſes, be found prejudicial, yet ſweet wort will 
be eſſentially uſeful, and ſhould be drank by all thoſe 
who take this Syrup for Scorbutic complaints, 

Milk is not proper in all conſtitutions, and in a weak 
ſtate of the ſtomach and bowels it had better be avoided 
during the uſe of this Syrup, as it may probably diſturb 
their functions by coagulations and flatulencies, | 


Air and moderate exerciſe will not only be ſerviceable 
but neceſſary, 


SCURVVY.— Previous to entering upon a courſe of this 
Syrup in ſcorbutic caſes, the patient ſhould take the fol- 
lowing purgative: 


Take an ounce of the beſt Glauber Salts, and diſſolve them 
in a pint of water, ia which a little ginger has been boiled. 
| | Add 
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Add thereto twenty drops of Spirits of Hartfhorn take 
it in the morning, faſting, and work it off with oatmeal 


gruel. 

This purge ſhould be repeated about every twelfth day, 
where the Syrup has not the effect of keeping the body 
gently laxative. 

There are two kinds of ſcurvy, or rather two very dif. 
ferent conſtitutions particularly liable to the ſcorbutic 
corruption, viz. Some who have lived very free, in which 
caſe the patient appears very ſtout and robuit, and the 
diſorder is evident at all times. And others of a delicate 
frame, who have lived abſtemioufly, in order to prevent, 
as they think, the diſorder ing reaſing. 

In the former caſe, where Nature has had ſtrength ſuf. 
ficient to throw the diſorder outward, the patient ſhould 
pay ſtrict attention to the general directions above ſlated, 
and live rather abſtemious; but in the latter caſe (which, 
perhaps, 1s the moſt general), the patient ſhould conſider 
that Nature wants ſtrength to throw the diſorder upon the 
ſurface, and they ſhould uſe a more cordial regimen, in 
order, if poſſible, to increaſe the external appearance of 
it. At meals they ſhould drink mild, ſoft, ſweet ale; but 
on no account old, hard, or ſtale malt liquor; and {mall 
beer ſhould be entirely avoided : They ſhould alſo drink 
a glaſs or two of ſound Madeira, or white port, free from 
the leaſt degree of ſharpneſs, 

In Scorbutic caſes, and in all diſorders originating from 
an impurity of blood, (independent of any venercal 
infection) this Syrup will in general have the defired eflet, 
without any further aſſiſtance; but it will be of much ad. 
vantage to the patient if he takes the doſe of Syrup ® 


night in half a pint of warm ſaſſafras tea, or in very obſtinate 
complaints, 
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complaints, its operation may be promoted by the follow- 
ing decoction: | 
Take of the leaves of agrimony one handful, of ſaſſafras chips 
two ounces, ſweet fennel ſeed, one ounce, horſe radiſh, 
half an ounce.—Boil theſe in five pints of water till re- 
duced to three. Of this a pint a day ſhould be drank, 
at three or four doſes, fo as not to interfere with the 
medicine or meals. 
| Perſons of a Scorbutic habit ſhould chuſe a warm, dry 
ftuation, with a pure air; and when the atmoſphere is 
moiſt, they ſhould go well cloathed, ana ſhift often with 
dry linen, Cleanlineſs of body, moderate exerciſe, the 
uſe of the fleſh bruſh, or frictions with dry cloths, are all 
very ſerviceable.—People ought not to feed too much up- 
on ſlops in this complaint; but the diet ſhould be light, 
and eaſy of digeſtion, conſiſting chiefly of a due mixture 
of animal and vegetable ſubſtances, but all food ſhould be 
good, ſound, plain, and fimple in its kind, ſuch as will 
readily be converted into chyle, and tend to render the 
whole maſs of humours mild, ſoft, and balſamic, 

Milk of all ſorts, where it agrees with the conſtitution, 
is beneficial, as being a truly vegetable chyle; but whey 
being of a more cleanſing quality, is better, and frequently 
agrees with thoſe for whom milk is too heavy, 

RHEUMATISM.—The inſtructions for the ſcurvy are 
likewiſe applicable in rheumatic caſes ; except that in the 
decoction above-mentioned, ten or twelve leaves of colts- 
foot, and two tea ſpoonfuls of bruiſed carraway ſeed ſhould 
be added. The cauſes of the Acute Rheumatiſm are, what 
ever may conduce to the production of an inflammation in 
the part affected. An obſtructed perſpiration and an inflam- 
matory diatheſis conſtitute the moſt general cauſes. The

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chronic rheumatiſm hath for its principal caufe, an {r;;. 
tating acrimony in the juices ſecerned into the parts com. 
plained of. The Ve-etable Syrup is peculiarly excellent 
in this complaint, as it is not only a promoter of perſpira.

particularly recommended to conſult the Proprietor pre.

but very little ſalt, and that is of the fixed kind. 
If we compare the nature of tea with the nature of the 
Engliſh diet, no one can think it a proper vegetable for us. 
It has no parts fit to be aſſimilated to our bodies: Its eſlſen- 
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body of an animal; its oil is but very little and that of the 
opiate kind ; and therefore it is ſo far from being nutritive 7 
that it irritates and frets the nerves and fibres, exciting the 
expulſive faculty; ſo that the body may be leſſened and 
weakened, but it cannot be encreaſed and ſtrengthened by 
it, This might be aſcertained by a very little experience: 
The firſt time perſons drink of this, if they are full grown, 
it generally gives them a pain in the ftomach, dejection of 
ſpirits, cold ſweats, palpitation at the heart, trembling, 
fearfulnels ; taking away the ſenſe of fulneſs, though pre- 
ently after meals, and cauſing a hypochondriac gnawing 
appetite.

bread pudding, veal or chicken broth, panada, gruel, and F 
ſuch like. The ſupper in particular ſhould be light, as ; 
ſmall poſſet, water gruel, ſweetened with ſugar or treacle f 
and ſharpened with currant jelly; or thoſe who have been | 
accuſtomed to generous liquors may take white wine whey 
inſtcad of gruel. Ihe drink ſhould be baum or linſced tea, 
ſharpened with orange or lemon juice; or barley water and 
liquorice, with ſome tamarinds diffolved therein, Ihe par 
tient ought to he in bed longer than uſual, and encourage 
a moderate perſpiration towards the morning, which may 
readily be done by drinking a little warm tea, or other dilut- 
ing liquor, about an hour before the uſual time of rifing; 

Bathing the feet in lukewarm water has a great effect in 
theſe caſes; but particular care ſhould be taken that it is 

not! 
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not too warm (a point in which nurſes and thoſe who have 
the care of the ſick generally err); the warmth of new 
milk is quite ſufficient, and in this the patient's feet and 
legs ſhould be immerſed for ten minutes, every other 
night before getting into bed, 

COUCGHS are the molt violent effects of colds, and ca-

T would be of little ſervice to a patient afflicted with 
this complaint, to know the various opinions of au- 
thors concerning the origin of it, and the exact time of 
its appearance in Europe. It is of much more conſequence 
for him to aſcertain when he has received the infection; 
and if ſo, the method he ought to purſue, in order to obtain 
a ſafe and perfect cure; for few, very few, whether of the 
faculty or otherwiſe, are ſo happy in the management of 
the Lues Venerea as it could be wiſhed, —W aving, therefore, 
all uſeleſs introduction, it is intended only to point out the 
various modes by which it may be contracted, the ſymp- 
toms by which a perſon may be convinced of having re- 
ceived the infection, the danger of improper treatment, 

and a ſafe, eaſy, and certain mode of obtaining a cure. 
Technical terms will be avoided as much as poſſible, 
and every neceſſary information delivered in the moſt 
plain and conciſe language; this little tract being in- 
tended for the inſtruction of the ignorant, and not for the 

criticiſing eye of the learned. 

There is not, perhaps, amongſt all the diſeaſes to which 
human nature is ſubject, any attended with more diſmal 
con-

eonfequenees than the venereal; and to add to its own u. 
tendant calamities, there is not any that has experienced 
worle treatment; the patient, in many cales, luflering 
more from the ignorance of the practitioner, than from the 
malignity of the diſeaſe, Whilſt the unhappy object of its 
rage ſeldom obtains even the compaſſion of his fellow mor. 
tals, ſince his ſufferings are generally ſuppoſed to ariſe 
from the gratiſication of luſt and inordinate paſſions, 
The moſt common way of contracting this complaint he. 
ing by coition, has affixed an idea of criminality on tlie 
infected with it, which frequently renders diſguiſe neceſ— 
ſary, and obliges the unfortunate patient to conceal his 
ſituation too long, or make application to thoſe ignorant 
perſons who promiſe a ſpeedy and {ſecret cure; but who in 
reality only fix the diſeaſe deeper in the ſyſtem, and by 
haſtily removing the vile ſymptoms, make that a con- 
firmed caſe, and ſometimes an incurable malady, which 
was at firſt only a flight inſection. It is ſcarce pollible for 
even the firſt ſtage of this diſeaſe to be cured effectually j 
and ſpeedily at the ſame time; thoſe patients are deceived 
thereſore who are taught to believe it. Two or three 
weeks (ſays an eminent phylician) and ſometimes five or 
ſix, are neceſſary to carry off a gonorrhea, even by the 
molt proper treatment ;”” for the time neceſſary to exadi- 
cate the infection depends upon ſuch a variety of circum- 
ſtances that it is impoſlible to fix any preciſe period. 


It is much to be lamented, however, that dilguiſe in ha 
this caſe ſhould be ſo often found neceſſary, not only as be 
it renders a cure more difficult, but becauſe the ditcaſe th. 
may be communicated to the innocent as well as to the 1s 
guilty, as will preſently be ſhewn, pa

Of the Venereal Infection. 


NoTwrTnHSTANDING the variety of treatiſes which have 
been publiſhed on this fubj-&, no more is known con- 
cerning the nature of the venereal poiſon, than about that 
of the ſmall-pox, or any other contagion, It has not yet 
been diſcovered, whether the poiſon has different degrees 
of acrimony and volatility, or whether it is always the 
ſame 1n its nature, varying only with regard to the parti- 
cular part to which it is applied, or according to the dif- 
ferent habit or conſtitution of the perſon who receives the 
infection. | 

How long the venereal poiſon may lik in the body 
betore it produces any ſenible effects, is a matter of equal 
uncertainty, There are few prattitioners but muſt have 
oblerved 1nſtances of its remaining dormant for weeks 
or even months; nay ſome have aſſarted it to have broke 
out with unequivocal ſymptoms after remaining harmleſs 
for half a year. Theſe, however, are rare inſtances, as 
in general the firſt ſymptoms appear on the ſecond, third, 
or fifth day aſter impure coition. 

Whilſt mankind in general are eaſily affected by this 
poiſon, there are ſome few who ſcem to be altogether un- 
ſuſceptible of the contagion, and who run every riſk 
without {uſfering in the {malleſt degree. Some are more 
liable to be infected than others, ſeemingly of the ſame 
habit; and thoſe who have been once infected, appear to 
be more liable to catch the diſorder a ſecond time, than 
tale who never were infected before, The ſame difference 
is obſervable in the progreis made by the diſeaſe after the 
patient is infected. In ſome the progrels is flow, and the 
wlaſe appears icarcely to gain auy ground, while in others 
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it advances with the utmoſt rapidity, and ſoon produces 


ſubject to fewer as well as milder ſymptoms, than thoſe 
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the molt terrible ſymptoms, 

Two cauſes, indeed, might be aſſigned for the mildnef; 
or malignancy of the ſymptoms, viz. the conſtitution of 
the perſon receiving the infection, and the virulency af 
the virus received. Perſons who have been uſed to live 
regular and of a good habit, one might ſuppoſe would he 


whoſe fluids are in a groſs and corrupt ſtate ; but this not 
being always the caſe, we may conclude that in ſuch pa· 
tients, a ſeverity of ſymptoms is occalioned by the malig- 
nancy of the venom received, which is ſometimes of ſo 
corroſive a nature, as to penetrate immediately into all 
parts wherever 1t comes. 


Of Communicating the Diſeaſe. 


Tr1s complaint differs indeed from moſt others, be- 
eauſe that they, both acute and chronical, may ariſe from 


air, diet, violent exerciſe, ſedentary life, &c. whilſt !h ; 
muſt be contracted by familiar communication; and though f 
an abuſe or regulation of the non-naturals will exaſperate : 
or moderate the ſymptoms, yet it is not in the power off 
them to produce the diſtemper. The venereal matter mui 
be applied in a fluid ſtate, either to a wound, ulcer, . 
ſome part where the mucus is very ſoft, as in the parts ot I 
generation, &c. but it may be communicated cilieren Wi u 
ways, as experience has ſufficiently evinced. All the 

modes of communication may, however, be ranked unde. 


the following heads: | 
1, By coition of an healthy perſon with another who 


is infected with a gonorrhœa, or ulcers on the genita“s, 
2. by

2, By the coition of an healthy perſon with one ap- 
parently in perfect health, but in'whoſe genitals the poiſon 
lies concealed, without having yet produced any bad ſymp- 
toms. So that a perſon who has, perhaps, received an in- 
{etion two or three days before any ſymptoms appear, 
may, during that time, and often does, infe& another, 
without knowing themſelves to have the diſeaſe. 

3. By ſucking, in which caſe the nipples of the wet 
nurſe may be infected by venereal ulcers in the mouth of 
the child; or the nipples of the nurſe being infected, will 
occahon venereal ulcers in the child's mouth, noſe, or lips, 

4. By any part of the body, whether covered by the 
cuticle or not, being expoled to the contact of the venereal 
poiſon ; by kiſſing, touching, &c. eſpecially if the ꝓarts ſo 
expoſed have been previoully excoriated, wounded, or ul» 
- cerated, by any cauſe whatever. From this caule venereal 
ulcers frequently ariſe in the ſcrotum or thighs; and there 
are ſome well atteſted inſtances where the infection took 
place in the hands of ſurgeons and midwives, They have 
likewiſe been produced in the noſtrils, eyelids, and lips of 
perlons who have touched the genitals either of themſelves 
or others, affected with the diſeaſe, and then rubbed their 
noſtrils, &c, with their fingers, without previouſly waſhing 
their hands, By layiug in the ſame bed with a perſon in- 
ited, who hath venereal eruptions on the ſkin, the diſeaſe 
may likewiſe be contra&ed, the warmth of the body opening 
the pores, and the infected matter being thereby abſorbed. 

5. By wounding any part of the body with a lancet or 
knife infected with the venercal virus. Van Swieten 
relates ſeveral inſtances of the Lues being communicated 
by careleſſneſs in cleaning the inſtrument uſed in bleeding 
or ſcarification. 


6. Children, 
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8. Children may likewiſe be hereditarily afflicted; that 
is, receive the inſection from their parents; in which Cale 
they are ſometimes born with mflammations of the ſkin, 
&c. but though there ſhould be no appearance for ſome 
days, vet in about a week, eruptions, with biowniſh {put 
or ſcabs, degenerating into ulcers, ariſe about the mouth, 
noſe, forehead, head, and often over the whole body, 

It muſt be allowed that the diſorder generally diſcovers 
itſelf firſt in thoſe parts by which the infection was receiv. 
ed; ſo that if the mouth or lips are firſt aflected, it is to be 
ſuppoſed the virus was received by kiiling, or (if au infant) 
by ſucking a d:ſordered nurſe, &c. &. 


But the following is, perhaps, one of the moſt extraors | 


dinary inſtances upon record, of the propagation ot this 


dreadful malady: © On the 22d of April, 1785, a young | 


child belonging to Wm. Faiſons, on Milford-Hill, Salli. 


bury, died of the {ues venerea. after a lingering illneſs, It | 
appears that in the abſence of its parents, it had frequently | 
been intruſted to the care of an old blind woman, wio | 
ſuffered it to paſs into the hands of an unhappy female ; 
labouring under that diſtemper, and who unintentionally | 
communicated the infection by mcans of chewing foie | 


victuals for it.“ 


A very remarkable inſtance will be found amongſt the 


caſes hercafter inſerted, of a perſon receiving the inicction 
from the ſcat of a Privy. | | 
Various therefore are the ways by which this contagion 
may be contracted; however, the moſt frequent mode 
being by unlawful embraces, and conſequently the h mp— 
toms more generally ariling about the genitals, it will be 
proper to dwell a little upon the deſcription of the thiee 

different ſages of the diſcaſe, and its Various ſymptoms 
The

The fir is, that while the diſorder may be deemed doubt. 
ful, or when, from the ſymptoms abating, by the applica» 
tion of emollients and a cooling regimen, it is evidently 
not venereal. 

The ſecond ſtage is when the ſymptoms may fairly be 
pronounced venereal, and yet deemed local. 

And the third is the confirmed Lues, when the virus 
being actually received into the blood, mixes with the 
ſeveral ſecretions, and circulating through every pat, 
taints the whole habit. 

— 
Of the firſt, or Gonorrhea Stage. 

Alrhoven, in the preſent ſtage a virnlent running is 
one of the moſt fiequent circumſtances to be met with in 
practice. and few perſons are infected but what perceive 
this to he one of the firſt {ſymptoms of infection, yet the 
ſame indications and conlequences are not always the effeth 
tuereof. For in many caſes, gentle cooling medicines, an 
emollient bath, and a ſimple injection will carry off the 
infection in a few days, whilſt in others, it frequently 
happens that the inflammation increaſes, more alarming 
{ymptoms appear in a little time, notwithſtanding the ap- 
plication of cooling medicines; and if the running be 
checked by injection, or from any accidental cauſe, before 
the infection is totally ſubdued, a ſwelling of the teſticles, 
«a bubo, or ſome other alarming attendant is produced, It 
15, therefore, very evident, that all caſes of gonorrhœa are 
not venereal, It has, indeed, been but too common a prac- 
tice to treat all caſes as venereal, wherever a gonorrhea has 
been the prevailing ſymptom; whereas there are, ſtrictly 
ſpeaking, THREE kinds of gonorrhea, viz. 1. The ſimple 
or benign gonorrhœa, Which wall be treated of hereafter; 

2, The 
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2. The virulent gonorrhœa, or clap, not venereal ; and g. 
The venereal gonorrhœa, properly ſo called. 

It appears to be ow1ig, in a great mealure, to the want of 
making a proper diſtinction between the two laſt- mentioned 
ſpecies, that ſo much harm nath been done by the admini- 
ſtration of Mercury; which (however ſucceſsfully em. 
ployed in the cbancre, or ſecond itage of the venereal dil. 

eaſe) is very improper in this ſtage, and in the virulent 
gonorrhœa not venereal, is manifeſtly injurious, Perhaps 
no criterion is yet diſcovered whereby to alcertain, on its 
firſt appearance, whether this diſcharge is to be pronounced 
a virulent or a venereal gonorrhœa; therefore in what is 
here called the firſt, or gonorrhea ſtage, are included not 
only that which is ſtrictly venereal, and which is ſucceeded 
or accompanied by chancres, &c, but alſo the gonorrhea 
virulenta, where no ſuch {ſymptoms ſucceed; or in ſhort, 
all the different ſpecies of this diſeaſe which are communi— 
cated by a ſound perſon having connection with an infect— 
ed one, and in which the firſt ſymptom is a diſcharge from 


the urethra. Becauſe in the firſt place, there is no certain c 
mode of diſtinction; 2dly, they all ariſe from the ſame 
apparent caule, viz. impure coition ; and laſtly, the ſame , 
mode of treatment is neceſlary, even if it be venercal, in 8 
this ſtage of the diſorder. | { 
SYMPTOMS.—The Virulent Gonorrhœa appears 
ſometimes within ſix hours, and at other times perhaps 4 
not till four, ve, eight, or ten days after infection; and 
inſtances have been known of months elaphng before any 5 
ſymptoms appeared; the quicker or ſlower progreſs of the : 
virus may naturally be ſuppoſed, therefore, to have great 
dependence on the activity of the received miaſma, or the $ 


patient's habit of body, or perhaps both, 
The 
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The firſt obſervable ſymptom is generally an agreeable 
ſenſation in the whole or greateſt part of the urinary paſ- 
ſage; probably no diſcharge is then obſervable ; but an 
itching, with a ſmall degree of pain in the genitals, gene- 
rally precedes a running, which diſtilling from the urethra 
occaſions a ſmall degree of titillation, particularly at the 
time of making water. In the moſt favourable degree of 
infection the ſpots on the linen appear of a kind of water- 
colour : as the diſorder advances freſh ſymptoms ariſe, and 
the former ones become more violent ; the running gra- 
dually changes both in colour and conſiſtence, and be- 
comes yellow, greeniſh, and ſometimes ſtreaked with blood. 
There is an inflammation and ſwelling about the orifice of 
the urethra; the erection becomes painful, involuntary, 
more frequent and laſting than when natural, and moſt 

troubleſome when the patient 1s warm in bed, All the 
ſymptoms become more intenſe as the diſorder arrives to- 
wards its height: The heat of urine is ſo extremely acute, 
that the patient dreads making water, though he feels a 
conſtant deſire for it, and yet it is rendered but by a few 
drops, and that. with the greateſt difticulty, Heat, pain, 
and a ſenſe of fullneſs is felt about the ſeat ; the running 
is ſharp and plentiful; and it is accompanied, perhaps, by 
ſwelled teſticles, or ſome of the following ſymptoms : 

Plymoſes, which is a conſtriction of the prepuce over the 
glans, that prevents its being drawn backwards, 

Peraphymoſes, on the contrary, is when the prepuce is 


conſtricted behind the glans, and cannot be brought 
forward, 


Chordee is a painful contraction of the under part of the 
penis at the time of erection, and then only, the ſenſation 
being as if it was pulled down with a cord.

Bubees. The general ſeat of theſe ſwellings or tumour; 
is in the groin, In the beginning the patient feels a fiigt. 
neſs in the groin, particularly in walking; the [wellings 
at length appear, which are ſore if touched, hard, and gra- 


dually increaſing, become painful and inflamed; tha 
ſhape of a bubo is round or oblong, and its ſize Various, 
ſometinics as large as an egg, and ſometimes con {1derably 


larger. 
Venereal buboes are of two kinds; ſometimes they ariſe 


ſolely from the contagion paſſing directly to the atfe&c 
gland, and there fixing itſelf, From the diſcharge being 
too ſmall, or the unſeaſonable application of ſtyptic and 
aſtringent injections, whereby the virus which ought to 
have been diſcharged by a gleet is injudiciouſly ſuppreſied, 
a bubo often ariſes, and is then a ſymptomatical Gilcale; 
but if it ariſes without any late infection, it is then a liga 
of a confirmed 7ucs, of which more hereafter. 

The above {ymptoms, although generally ſuppoſed to bg 
evident marks of a venereal infection, are, nevertheleſs, 
ſometimes doubtful, for they may all ariſe from à virulent 
gonorrhœa, not venereal, 

Females may ſometimes miſtake the firſt appearance of 
this diſorder for the fluor albus; but in the latter the diſ- 
charge is much greater, nor 1s it often attended with that | 
heat, ſmart, and inflammation, experienced invenercal caies, 


INSTRUCTIONS, — Some people inveigh ſtrongly 


againſt the parade, as they falſely term it, of application for 
advice in theſe caſes. But he only betrays his ignorance . 
who aſſerts that the moſt copious general inſtructions may q 
not in particular inſtances require ſome alteration ; and he 5 
muſt be a bigot indeed, as well as deſtitute of at leaſt all h 

fit 


Pradlical knowledge, who believes any medicine to be ſo 
z per fectij 


* 
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perfectly efficacious in itſelf, that its operation cannot 
receive any aſſiſtance from the experience of a judicious 


practitioner. 

However, as immediate perſonal application is not al- 
ways either convenient or agreeable, it may be proper to 
add a few inſtructions for thoſe not ſufficiently acquainted 
with the proper mode of condutting themſelves after in- 
fection; for although the elegant medicine herein recom- 
mended generally removes the moſt diſagreeable ſymptoms 
without any other application, yet proper meaſures may 
be taken to prevent the rapidity of the malady, before it 
may be convenient to obtain that remedy ; and as private 
intereſt ought always in ſome degree to give way to ge- 
neral utility, 1t 1s the Proprietor's wiſh to put every pa- 
tient to as little expence as poſhble, by giving him every 
information that may haſten a cure, 

And firſt it will be neceſtary to caution the reader againſt 


applying ſtyptic injections to check the running; for if 


the diſcharge be imprudently ſtopped before the infection 
be carried off by medicines, which cleanſe the parts and 
evacuate the poiſon, a confirmed caſe will be the conſe- 
quence.

that where there is virulence in a gonorrhea, our art 
cannot cure it ſpeedily and &fe&ually at the ſame time. 
Therefore the patient ought not to expeR, nor the phy- 
ſiclan to promile it,” There is danger of the diſorder be- 
ing carricd into the habit by every thing which ſtops the 
diſcharge before the infection be removed; and this ſtop- 
page may be occaſioned by violent exerciſe of any kind, 
hard labour, ſtrong purging, catching cold, or a fever 
bt, while under a courſe of phyſic. |

To 
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To expedite the cure is to allay the inflammation, ay. 
peaſe the heat of urine, ſoften the juices, and lubricate 
the paſſage of the urethra, For this purpoſe as ſoon as a 
perſon has reaſon to ſuſpe& himſelf infected, and has not 
convenience to apply for advice or proper remedies, he 
ſhould ſtrictly obſerve a cooling regimen, avoid all high 
{ſeaſoned or ſalted proviſions ; he ſhould drink plentifully 
of barley-water, milk and water, whey, linſeed tea, &c, take 
care of cold, beware of venercal enjoyments, and avoid 
all violent exerciſe. He ſhould keep his body gently open, 
but by all means avoid ſtrong draſtic purges. A little 
cream of tartar will ſometimes an{wer the purpole ; or he 
may ſend to the apothecary for the following : 

Take Lenitiye Electuary, one ounce 
Jalap and Rhubarb, of each two ſcruples 
Nitre, four ſcruples 
Simple Syrup, q. 1. for an electuary. 

Of this he may take about the ſize of a nutmeg, once, 
twice, or thrice a day, as he finds it neceſſary to keep his 
body laxative. By theſe means he will be better prepared 
for the operation of proper remedies, 

On the firſt ſymptoms of inflammation, he ſhould get 
milk and water of a moderate warmth, in a half pint or 
pint ſtone veſſel, and ſoak the penis well in it two or three 
times a day, eſpecially at night; and after each ſoaking it 
he perceives any particular inflammation, he ſhould there 
apply a little elder ointment, which he may get at any 
druggiſt's or apothecary's, It will alſo be of infinite fer- 
vice if a little milk and water or linſeed tea be injetted up 
the urethra (or urinary paiſage) at the ſame time. 

It this method be obſerved on the firlt appearance of any 


inflammatory ſymptom, it will greatly leilen the virulence 
of

of the complaint, and conſequently render a cure more 
eaſily to be obtained, 

Thoſe whole ſituations will not permit them to get milk, 
muſt uſe water only, but it muſt be warm.—Femaits 
ſhould get a ſponge, and bathe and foment the part well. 

It ſometimes happens that the ſharpneſs of urine is very 
great, and the patient wiſhes for fomething to alleviate it 
{peedily : In this cale 

Take Gum Arabic one ounce 
Sal Prunella hal n Ounce, 


Diſſolve this in three pints of barley water, and drink it in 
the courſe of twenty-four hours, ſo long as the ſcalding 
continues; or if an electuary ſhould be preferred, 


Take Lenitive Electuary one ounce and a half 
Purified Nitre powdered, half an ounce 
Compound Powder of Tragacanth one ounce and a half 
Syrup of Marſhmallows, q. f. for an electuary. 
Of this take the ſize of a large nutmeg at ten and four 


o'clock every day, and drink plentifully of barley water, 
milk and water, marſhmallow or linſeed tea; any of which 
will tend to diſſolve the ſalts of the urine, cool its burning 
quality, and thereby remove that painful ſenſation. 

Should theſe not be found ſufficient to anſwer the inten- 
tion, tac following ſomentation will be proper, eſpecially 
if the patient is troubled with a chordee : | 


Take Elder and Chamomile Flowers, of each half an ounce 
Marſhmallow Leaves a handful 
Linſeed half an ounce, 
Boil theſe ingredients in three pints of water till reduced 
to a quart, then ſtrain it off and foment the part well with 
t two or three times a day, 
In caſe of ſtranguary, 
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Take Gum Arab. Powder 
Crem. Tart. of each equal parts. 
Mix them and take a tea- ſpoon full two or three times 4 
day in a little water. 

During the continuance of any of the above ſymptoms, 
the patient ſhould be careful to avoid every thing that may 
increaſe the inflammation, as riding, over walking, eating 
or drinking any thing high- ſeaſoned or ſpirituous. 

In all ſtages and in every ſymptom, cleanlineſs of the 
parts is to be particularly obſerved; and in caſe of Phy. 
molis, a ſyringe muſt be introduced between the foreſkin 
and nut, ſo as frequently to inject a little milk and water, 

The patient ſhould be particularly careful againſt ſtop— 
ping to evacuate __ in the open air; ſor although this 
is apparently of little ſigniſication, it is not uncommon for 
the cold air to occaſion a ſudden check to the running, and 
a bubo or ſwelled teſticle to be the conſequence, 

By all means avoid all ſuch remedics as are promiſed to 
ſtop the running immediately. It is uſual with many prace 
tit ioners to apply aſtringent 1 inje ect! Ons; but whenever the 
diſcharge is unſcaſonably reſtrained, and the virulent mat- 
ter thereby blocked up, before the infection is totally car- 
ried off by medicines that cleanle the parts and evacuate 
the poiſon, a confirmed {gs will certainly be the conde- 
quence; for reaſon alone { fficiently points out, that if hu- 
mours flow to any particular art and find no paffage lor 
their running cit, they muſt ſwell the parts more; chere- 
fore ſtopping fluxes ought to be one of the laſt intentions 
put in execution, and a Veneieal gonorrpœa out ght never 
to be ſtopped till proper revulitons are made A correc- 
tives have preceded: then, and then only corroborants May

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A celebrated writer on this ſubject defines the venereal 
virus to be“ an extremely fine, volatile, ſaline fluid, ſub-. 
tile, attractive, corroſive, and very penetrating,” No one, 
perhaps, will queſtion the truth of this definition, Now 
it may eaſily be conceived how readily a fluid of this 
nature is abſorbed through the pores of ſuch a ſoft and 
ſenüble part as the penis, during the local heat in the act 
of coition, It is natural to ſuppole that as the heat abates, 
the pores gradually cloſe, and by that means ſhut up this 
infectious fluid. The human body being ſo framed as to- 
have a general tendency to throw off whatever is injurious 
to health, it is the duty of a medical practitioner to obſerve 
which way Nature points, and to afijt inſtead of counter- 
acting her intentions. 2 

It may, therefore, juſtly be aſked, whether it be prudent 
to interrupt the progreſs of Nature in her intentions of the 
virulent gonorrhœa ?—lf before the heat in coitu be totally 
abated, and the pores cloſed, a proper detergent was made 
ule of, experience proves that infection might be pre- 
vented; but after the virus has been abſorbed, and Nature 
has ſhewn which way ſhe wiſhes to free herſelf, it is cer- 
tainly wrong to counteract her. This is further confirmed 
by conſidering that in the ſpecies of infection where there 
is no diſcharge, a cure is always more difficult; and alſo 
that if the diſcharge be too ſmall, a bubo is generally the 
conſequence, 

It is not here to be underſtood, as objecting to all kinds 
of injection whatever, for it is not the mode, but the com- 


ion and premature uſe thereof, that is cenſured, In- 
jections are proper: Even in the moſt inflammatory ſtate 
cmollient and anodyne ones are uſeful; and it frequently 
\c« WH ppens that a gleet will remain, after the moſt judicious 


E 3 | treatment, 
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treatment, which can only be ſtopt by an aftrin gent in. 
jection. | 

An attention to theſe particulars in order to abate or 
leſſen the local ſymptoms, and at the ſame time taking 
regularly the Parifian Yegetable Syrup, in order to era. 
dicate the infection, will, if taken at an early period, 
generally put a check to the diſcaſe in this ſtage; but it 
commonly happens to patients who have been repeatedly 
infected with this diſorder, that a gleet will remain even 
after the moſt proper treatment : It 1s therefore of the ut- 
moſt conſequence for the patient to be aſſured of the 
venereal virus being eradicated. For this purpoſe the 
following are recommended as the moſt certain methods: 

When the matter of the running is ſoft and well di— 
geſted; when the inflammation, ſmart of urine, and ſhoot. 
ing pains are entirely ſubdued; when the penis is ſo free 
from all pain that it will bear to be ſqueezed, handled, or 
the glans griped, without any complaint of foreneſs, more 
than is uſual from roughly handling that member; when. 
the patient is free from involuntary ereQions, and the 
matter is tenacious and ropy; and above all, if there are 
the appearance of little threads of matter reſembling ver- 
micelli floating in the urine as ſoon as made, or the ſtains 
on the linen become of ſmall extent, not bigger than a 
pea, the gleet may ſafely be ſuppreiled by a mild injec- 
tion.

Of the Second, or Chancre Stage. 


Ir the diſorder be what is termed a virulent gonorrhea 
not venereal, it will moſt aſſuredly be carried off by the 


mode of treatment already preſcribed, without any further 
| {ym ptoms 
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ſymptoms ariſing ; but if it be a venereal gonorrhea, it will 
ſometimes happen, that after an increaſing inflammatory 
ſtate of ſome days, ſecondary ſymptoms will appear. 

It will be urged that a chancre is frequently the firft to- 


ken to a patient of his having received the infection, and 


in that caſe, cannot be called the fecond ſtage, This muſt 
be granted; but it is here called the ſecond ſtage, becauſe, it 
is in general preceded by an inflammation and diſcharge, 
It is likewiſe a criterion whereby to determine the diſeaſe 
to be venereal, and to judge of the propriety and neceſlity 
of adminiſtering mercury, which can never ſafely be done 
if there are none of the ſecondary ſymptoms. 

It will be proper, however, before entering into the 
particulars of this tage, to obſerve, that during a courſe of 
the Vegetable Syrup, the uſe of mercury is not deemed 
neceſſary ; but as this Treatiſe is written for general uſe, and 
will therefore probably fall into the hands of many who 
may either not have the opportunity of procuring the 
Syrup, or elſe be prepoſſe ſſed in favour of the ſpecific qua- 
lity of mercury, this work would not have been thought 
ſufficiently perfect and uſeful, unleſs ſuch perſons were in- 
ſtructed how and when to apply that remedy with propriety 
and ſafety. | 

SYMPTOMS and INSTRUCTIONS,—Chancres 
appear at firſt like a little eryſipelatous inflammation, with 
itching, They reſemble the ulcers in the mouth, com- 
monly known by the name of cankers;” and though they 
may appear on any part of the body, are moſtly on or near 
tie pubes; There ariſe from the inflammation little red 
pimples, filled with a tranſparent fluid, ſometimes becom- 
ing white: upon thele breaking, ſmall ſpreading ſtubborn 
ulcers are formed, which are painful, inflamed, ſore, and 
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unequal at the bottom, with hard aſh-coloured edges, co. 
vered with whitiſh floughs. Chancres denote the vene. 
real infection to be very virulent, eſpecially if they appear 
within a few days after coition. 

Chancres, as wel] as ulcers of all kinds, ſhould be kept 
clean by waſhing frequently in milk and water. If the 
diſcharge from the urethra be little or none, theſe ſhould 
not be healed up too haſtily ; but if they remain obſtinate 
and the edges become callous, {prinkle a little red precipi- 
tate thereon after waſhing, and apply a little dry lint, 

Chryſtallines are ſmall thin bladders, filled with a clear 
tranſparent liquor, and are lodged on the prepuce. The 
fluid being let out, they are ſeldom attended with any dif- 
agrecable conſequences. | 

Bubo,—This ſymptom will ariſe in ery ſtage of the dif. 
order. They ſeldom happen any where but in the groin; 
yet circumſtances have been known of their ariſing in the 
arm pits. They generally tend very {lowly to ſuppuration 
it is therefore the beſt method to endeavour at diſperſing 
them, which may eaſily be done if taken at the beginning, 
and before they are attended with great heat, pain, and 


| pulſation. For this purpoſe, beſides taking the Vegetable 


Syrup regular, the firſt or ſecond evening after their ap- 
pearance, the patient ſhould take a ſmart vomit : The fol- 
lowing, perhaps, is the beſt adapted for this occaſion : 


Take Powder of Ipecacuhana one ſcruple, 
Emetic Tartar one grain. 
Mix it up in a tea-cup of water, and work it off with a ſmall 
quantity of warm water or chamomile tea. 
If one vomit has not the effect, it may be repeated in 
two days. 


The patient ſhould obſerve a very ſpare and cooling diet 
during 
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during the diſperſion of a bubo. But if, notwithſtanding 


the above efforts, Nature particularly points out a luppu— 
ration (which may be known by the tumour's increaſing, 
and by the great heat, redneſs, pain, and pulſation) the 
ſooner that ſtate 1s comp.cated the more periett and ſatis- 
factory will be the cure, For this purpole the treatment 
muſt be diametrically oppoſite to that for promoting a diſ- 
perſion. Bleeding and purging muſt therefore in this caſe 
be forborn, the Vegetable Syrup be diſcontinued till the 
time hereafter mentioned, and the ſuppuration be promoted 
by good living. The common bread and milk poultice, 
ſoftened with oil or freſh butter, ſhould be applied to the 
part, and-renewed two or three times a day, If this cannot 
be conveniently done, a ſoft plaiſter with galbanum will 
forward it, When ripe, they will generally break of them- 
ſelves; if not, take a lancet or a very ſharp knife, and open 
the tumour in the moſt depending part, to let the matter 
out; then put a piece of dry lint into the orifice to keep it 
open, and a warm poultice over all for the firit two or three 
days, Then begin the Vegetable Syrup again, and apply to 
the wound a plaiſter of digeſtive ointment (yellow baſili- 
con); but if the edges become callous or hard, or what is 
called proud fleſi ariſes, mix a little red precipitate with the 
baſilicon until theſe appearances are removed; when dry 
lint alone, applied to the abſceſs, will complete a cure.— 
If the patient approves the uſe of mercury, let him here 
take it as an alterative, in very ſnall portions. 

Swelled Tefticles, —This ſymptom ariſes either in the firſt 
or fecond ſtage, particularly when the running is unſeaſon- 
ably checked, by cold, hard drinking, ſtrong violent purges, 
violent exerciſe, or the too early ule of aſtringents; and 
moſt certainly by bathing in cold water in the firſt or ſecond 
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Rage of a gonorrhœa.— Bleed in the arm immediately, and 
the ſame evening take the vomit preſcribed for a bubo. 
The next morning take a purge either of Glauber's ſalts, 
or a decoction of ſenna and tamarinds ; and if the ſymp- 
toms be violent and the pain great, repeat the above ope. 
rations after one day's reſt, In the mcan time, the teſticles 
muſt be fomented three or four times a day with a ſtrong 
decottion of chamomile flowers; after which a piece of 
flannel folded double, and well moiſtened with the de— 
cottion made pretty warm, mult be applied, and the teſticle 
ſupported by a bag truſs, or by a cloth or handkerchief, 
which may eaſily be contrived fo as to prevent the weight 
of the teſticle having any eſiect.— The Vegetable Syrup is 
to be taken very regular, in full doſes, during the conti- 
nuance of the above ſymptom. 

Phymofis and Parabliymoſis in this ſtage too commonly 
conceal ulcers, therefore ought to be kept perfectly clean 
with a ſyringe; and in ſome calcs it is neceſſary to have 
the glans fet at liberty by an inciſion. | 

In all the above caſes, a ſtrict and regular attention te 
adminiſtering the Vegetable Syrup is to be obſerved, either 
with or without the additional remedics above recom— 
mended, 

But if by neglect, improper treatment, the virulence of 
the infection, or from any other cauſe, the diſorder is not 
ſtopped, a confirmed lues enſues, when the virus being 
actually received into the blood, mixes with the ſeveral 
ſecretions, and circulating through every part, taints the 


whole habit. 
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Of the Third, or Confirmed Silage. 


Ir a perſon having received the infection, attended with 
its local ſymptoms, be properly cured, . the complaint 
never returns without a freſh infection; but if through 
negligence of the patient, or improper treatment in the 
prattittoner, the diſorder is not happily ended in its local 
ſtage, inſtead of a gonorrhœa, a lues venerea is the con- 
ſequence ; and the diſorder returns perhaps a long time 
after, with an aggravation of ſome or all its former fſymp- 
toms, and a numerous tribe of additional ones. 

The figns of a confirmed lues are pains in the head and 


joints, which are particularly troubleſome in the night, 


aud when the patient is warm in bed; ſcabs and ſcurfy 
eruptions in various parts, particularly about the mouth, 
upon the forehead and temples, behind the ears and 
ſpreading upon the head, of a yellowiſh colour, reſemb- 
ling a honey- comb; by degrees theſe ſpread over other 
parts of the body, and in time the puſtules are covered 
with broad cruſty ſcabs, that deſtroy the roots of the hair, 
and baldneſs is the conſequence. When theſe eruptions 
ſcale off they leave a mark behind nearly of a chocolate 
colour. Corroding ulcers are ſometimes formed, which 
beginning about the throat gradually creep by the palate 
towards the cartilage of the noſe, which they deſtroy ; the 


gums become ulcerated, the breath offenfive, and the: 


whole fauces painful and inflamed. Thele ulcers ſomes 
times form a paſſage from the mouth to the noſe, 
Venereal ulcers happen upon the palms of the hands, 
ſoles of the feet, behind the ears, in the inſide of the lips, 
or about the anus, which are attended with great ſoreneſs 
and pain, and a thin matter oozes from chem. 
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If the venercal matter falls on the cars, it occaſions a 
ſinging noiſe, pain, thickneſs of hearing, and ſometimes 
total deafnefs, whilſt the internal ſubſtance of the ears 
becomes ulcerated, and a caries of the bones follows. 

If it falls on the eyes, the eye-lids are rough, the eyes 
affected with pain, itching, and inflammation, dimneſs of 
ſight, ſometimes total blindneſs, and a diſcharge of a ſharp 
watery humour. 

Sometimes excreſcences ariſe in the middle of bones; 
their ſpongy ends become brittle and eafily break, or they 
are ſoft and bend like wax, Hard moveable tumours, like 
the King's Evil, are formed in the neck, arm-pits, groin, 
&c. and ſometimes the perioſteum ſwelling, becomes 
hard, and forms thoſe tumours called nodes. 

Nocturnal pains that is, acute pains in the arms, ſhins, 
Joints, and particularly in the head, which come on while 
in bed, and go off towards the morning, generally torment 
the patient in this ſtage of the diſeaſe. Though ſome of 
theſe are ſuperficial, yet often they are deep fixed, and 
greatly reſemble gouty and rheumatic pains. 

Chancres.— Theſe are a ſymptom in the firſt ſtage ; but 
in the confirmed ſtate they are generally more callous, are 
in cluſters, and commonly attended with ulcers in the. 


throat, nocturnal pains, &c, 


Buboes, —If theſe ariſe any length of time after the in- 
ſe&ion, and are accompanied by a ſore throat, venereal 
ulcers, &c. they may be deemed a ſure ſign of a confirmed 


cale, 

There are ſymptoms peculiar to the fair ſex, as an over- 
flowing or a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, the whites, ſcirrhus 
or cancer of the breaſts, hyſteric affections; inflammation, 


abſceſs, ſcirrhus, gangrene, ulcer, or cancer of the womb; 
the 
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they are frequently barren or ſubject to abortion ; or if 


they bring children into the world, they are, perhaps, 
half rotten, | 
It is not to be ſuppoſed, that all theſe ſymptoms are al- 


ways to be met with at the ſame time, or in the ſame: 


patient, in either ſtage; but ſo many being deſcribed, a 
perſon may be enabled to judge from the different appear- 


ances this diforder puts on, whether there are not juſt 


grounds to ſuppoſe the complaint to be venereal, 


To the aforementioned ſymptomatical catalogue, dread 


ful as it is, might be added many others, for this direful 
malady frequently puts on the appearance of other diſor- 
ders, and hence many unfortunate perſons labour for 
years under afflictions originating from a venereal cauſe, 
miſtaking them for gout or rheumatic pains; alſo palſies, 
> convulſions, aſthmas, &c. may all ariſe from a venereal 
taint, for there 1s ſcarcely any diſtemper that has put on 
ſo many different ſhapes, or been attended with ſuch a 
variety of ſymptoms; and if proper relief be not timely 
obtained, the vital as well as natural and animal functions 
are depraved; the body becomes emaciated and unkit for 
motion; and the unfortunate victim awaits with impa— 


tience the kind meſſenger of death, to put a period to his 


miſerable exiſtence, 

It is not uncommon to obſerve rheumatiſms in this 
country, which are the effects of venereal exceſſes. The 
unreſtrained licentiouſneſs of both ſexes, expoles them to 
the moſt cruel complaints: A flight taint of venereal in- 
fection is not ſo eaſily removed as the generality of thoſe 
ho have been infected imagine. The ſimple diſappear- 
ance of the diſeaſe is not a cure, and though he has felt 


no ſymptoms ſor a courſe of vears, the man who has once 
un for- 
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unfortunately contracted it, ought not to congratulate 
himſelf upon a perpetual exerption., ite lymph once 
corrupted continues ſo without produit any v1] effeg 
for years. But at length the evii becomes lo extended as 
to produce the moſt afflicting com;laints; in the advanced 
ſtage of life, ſee a man looking back on the tranſactions 
of his paſt days, and congratulating himſelf upon having 
eſcaped all the evil conſequences of illicit amours, but a 
ſlight gonorrhea, which he recolletts gave him but little 


trouble, and was ſoon cured, But though aſter ſo long 


intermiſſion, he ſhall not eſcape the puniſhment due to 
the contempt of ſacred inſtitutions, and the injured rights 
of lociety, Pains gradually conſume his frame, and that 
ſtage of life which brings no plealure with it, is embittered 
with accumulated evils, and conſumed in uncealing, yet 

fraitleſs regrets. 
he lymph once infected by the venereal virus, has 
never been found to clear itſelf therefrom by the @:d of 
Nature alone; on the contrary, the infection gradually 
expands 1ilelf over the frame, corrupts the fluids, and 
undermines all the iprings of life, "The himph at length 
acquires a viſcid and acrimonidus nature, ceaſes to circu- 
late, corrodes its veſſels, detorms with nodes, and pro— 
may 


vokes with corroding pangs the part whereon it me 
happen to ſetile. Happily for wretched mortals there are 
means for relief. Heaven, when it permiited t!.c vene— 
real infection to exert its ravage over the globe, of its 
abundar.t mercy gave us the means of cure, But the 
ſtrength of the conſtitution ſhouid be ftriftly attended to 
on undertaking the cure. Mild and gradual means are 
molt ſucceſsful. Rough and haſty meaſures can hardly be 
attended with iuccels, or followed without danger. Ihe

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tone of the ſolids already decayed, will not admit of power- 
ful exertions.” —Zaſfier's Efſay on the Rlieumat iſin.

One particular conſequence, either originating in this 
diſeaſe, or from the general mode of treatment it meets 
with, is, that when a patient has been any length of time 
afflicted, he is ſeldom fatished whether he has received a 
radical cure, and is apt to imagine that every pain, or every 
_ pimple ariſing upon the ſkin, is a proof of the diſorder not 
being eradicated ; the following, therefore, will doubtleſs 
be highly acceptable to ſuch perſons : 


Proper inſtructions to perſons doubiful, reſpecting the true dif- 


ference between venereal ſymptoms, and thoſe often miſtaken 
for them, 


Tuis is the most important article that can be recom- 
mended to the attention of any perſon who has ever been 
infected with this diſeaſe; for it commonly leaves ſuch a 
depreſſion upon the ſpirits, particularly where large quan- 
tities of mercury have been adminiſtered, that the patient 
is either driven to deſpair, or forced into the hands of 
ignorant pretenders, who put him under treatment for a 
complaint, of which, probably, he had not the leaſt {ymp- 
tom, 

All eruptive diſorders of the ſkin, if they happen with- 
but manifeſt cauſe, and obſtinately elude the force of me- 
dicine, are ſigns of a venereal taint; but muſt be diſtin- 
guiſhed from diſorders of the ſkin, which are critical, and 
not venereal; or from yellow or livid ſcorbutic ſpots, 
which abound moſt where other marks of confirmed icurvy 
appear. 


Ulcers of the throat, noſe, palate, and gums, with rotten- 
neſs 
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neſs of the bones contiguous, are often obſerved in an in. 
veterate pox; but to diſttinguiſh theſe it muſt be remarked, 
that venereal ulcers firſt attack the tonſil glands and throat, 
then the gums, but more rarely and flow. Whilſt, on the 
contrary, ſcorbutic ulcers firſt attack the gums, and after. 
wards the throat. 

Venereal ulcers frequently ſeize the noſe, with a rotten. 
neſs of the {ubjacent bones; but {corbutic ulcers ſeldom if 
ever. 

Venereal ulcers corrode and form cavities; ſcorbutic 
ones ihoot out ſpungy excrelcences, or proud fleth. 

Venereal pains are generally increaſed by the heat of the 
bed; whilſt thoſe of the ſcurvy, gout, and rheumatiſm, are 
caſed thereby, 

Venereal pains are chiefly confined to the ſolid or middle 
part of the bones of the legs and arms; ſcorbutic ones to 
the joints and membraneous parts of the body. 


Venercal pains will not yield to common medicines ; but. 


others are removed by flannel, or warm weather. 

If a deep ſeated violent pain has occupied the ſame part 
for a conſiderable time, ob{tinately refiſting all remedies; 
or, if the patient has been ſeized with a chillneſs for leveral 
evenings together, ſucceeded by a feveriſh heat, and ſweats 
towards the morning, they are ſigns of a latent pox, 

If after chancres ſuddenly dried up, a bubo repelled, or 
gonorrhea reſtrained, by art or accident, the fame com- 
plaints break out again, without freſh cauſe, then it is evi- 
dent the patient is poxed, 

Buboes, warts, chancres, or excreſcences, after an appa- 
rent cure, without intimacy with a ſuſpected perſon, are 
certain ſigns of the ſtrongeſt in fection.

But it is of the utmoſt conſequence for them to diſtin— 


guiſh a freſh venercal from the fluor albus, or whites; for 


as the former is malignant and inflammatory, and the other 
commonly ariſes from weakneſs and relaxation, the reme- 
dies are directly contrary, 

In the fluor albus the diſcharge proceeds from the va- 
gina and the cavity of the womb, the menſes being ſeldom 
regular. But in the gonorrhœa it proceeds from parts con- 
tiguous to the urinary pallage, and continues whilſt the 
menſes flow. 


In the fluor albus the diſcharge is attended with pains 


in the loins and loſs of ſtrength, with ſeldom any inflam- 
mation or heat of urine, except after a long continuance 
of the diſcharge, which becoming ſharp, excoriates the 
ſurrounding parts, But in the gonorrhea, the diſcharge 
is preceded by inflammation, itching, and heat of urine; 
there is a frequent irritation to make water, and the orifice 
of the urinary paſſage becomes prominent and painful, 

In the fluor the diſcharge comes on more gentle, and 
may be produced from a variety of cauſes, as ſprains, fre- 
quent abortion, long illneſs, or irregularity of the menſes: 


but in the gonorrhea it oſten appears ſuddenly without any 


evident cauſe, 
Laſtly, The colour of the diſcharge in bad habits of 
body, is ſometimes the ſame, viz. yellow or greeniſh ; but 


5 uſually more offenſive and greater in quantity: Whilſt 
| that 


|; 
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that of the gonorrhea is not attended with thoſe ſymptomz 

of weakneſs, as well as ſmall in quantity. But if an inflam. 

mation or chancre happen to fix upon the vagina uteri, the 

queſtion 1s then put out of all diſpute, and the diſeaſe may 

ſafely be pronounced venereal. | 
— 

As the faculty in general have recourſe to mercurial pre. 
parations in this complaint, and as moſt of the compoſi. 
tions ſold under different titles of pills, drops, tinctures, &c. 
have mercury for their baſis, it may be proper to let forth 
the danger and inefficacy of that deſtructive mineral, when 
improperly adminiſtered, 

There are not wanting ſufficient authorities among it me- 
dical practitioners, both ancient and modern, to prove the 
zneficacy of mercury in the cure of the venereal diſcaſe; 
and even thoſe who are bigotted to its uſe, as the only ſpe- 
cific in general practice, aſſerting it to be a ſafe medicine 
in the hands of a ſkilful practitioner, yet muſt acknowledge 
that when applied by the inexpericnced, it is always dan- 
gerous, and very often deſtructive. 

The Greeks ſuppoſed this fluid to be corrofive and poi- 
ſonous; it was firſt introduced into medicine by the Arabi- 
ans externally, againſt various cutaneous maladic., About 
the end of the 1gth century it was in practice with ſom? 
of the European phyficians; but was not generally elta- 
bliſhed till the beginning of the 16th century, when it be- 
gan to be internally ventured on in venereal aid ſome 
other diſcales, 

Quickſilver, it is true, has been given internalky in many 
caſes, without prejudice, even to a large quantity; but 
the external application of it hath very oiten proved 113Ju- 
Tious to thoſe who in the venereal dileale have made the 

unhappy 
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unhappy experiment, A great many it hath proved ſud- 
denly deſtruttive to; hath cauſed a tremor, inſenſibility, 
palſy ; perpetual lameneſs to ſome, to others an ill and ſre- 
quently incurable habit of body, 

Fallopius obſerves, that if the diſtemper be not at firſt 
ſubdued by mercury, 1t will be uſeleſs to apply that re- 
medy afterwards; and he gives inſtances of patients who 
had been anointed, and nodes ariſing on the ſhin bones 
ſome years after; he opened them, and found the quick- 
filver in their pores, 

And an eminent phyſician of our own time obſerves, 
that if mercurial ointment be rubbed upon a chancre, be- 
ginning bubo, &c, and repeated daily three or four times, 
it will remove the appearance of the diſeaſe from the part, 
but it will drive it into the conſtitution, Alſo that in a 
ſcorbutic or ſcrophulous habit, tainted with the venereal, 
if a ſmall quantity of mercurial ointment be rubbed on any 
part of the body, it will in many inſtances produce a vio- 
lent ſalivation, that in ſpite of all ſorts of remedies will run 
on for feveral weeks, the patient ieduced in ſtrength, and 
the taint {till remain, though the ſalivation has been ſo in- 


ordinate, 

But however free from danger the uſe of quickſilver may 
be, ſome of its preparations are exceedingly poiſonous z 
„ but above all (ſays Dr. Allen) the corroſive ſublimate— 
This, like raging fire, catches and deſtroys all before it.” 

Inſtances are given by ancient writers, of perſons ſud- 
denly dropping down dead on the adminiſtration of mer- 
curial pills; and many of them declare mercury to be a 
poiſon uſed in any form whatever, being injurious to the 
nerves, by its cold ſtupefattive quality inducing tremors, 


palſics, con vulſions, and a train of the moſt baneful nervous 
ſymptoms, 
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ſymptoms. Theſe notions, however, would now be deemed 
enthuſiaſtic and abſurd, as no doubt but mercury has fre. 
quently been adminiſtered to advantage; yet it requires a 
great deal of ſkill, both in the diſorder and the preparation, 
to render it ſafe and productive of good effects. 

It is no uncommon cale for patients under very eminent 
practitioners, to be prononnced perſectly cured, the ſymp. 
toms having totally difepreared, and yet the diſeaſe will 
unexpectedly return again, perhaps with greater rage and 
violence than before. This generally proceeds from wrong 
meaſures taken at firſt; for there is a material difference 
between deſtroying the virus, and obliging the ſymptoms to 
diſappear. A few doſes of calomel mixed with the common 
purging pill, by weakening the ſpring of the fibres, will in 
many inſtances oblige the diſorder to diſappear and retreat 
into the habit; but the virus 1s not thereby deſtroyed ; it 
only lurks in the blood, and muit conſequently break out 
again as ſoon as the ſolids have recovered their former tone 
and vigour. 

A very eminent and ingenious practitioner a few years 
back publiſhed a pamphlet, recommending a ſaline prepa- 
ration of mercury, which being rubbed with a ſufficient 
quantity of any mild powder, is applied to the mouth in 
{mall portions, where, by a proper degree of friction, it is 
abſorbed immediately, and (he obſerves) produces its full 
effects upon the ſyſtem, without doing injury to the ſtomach 
or bowels.—This, however, is a horrid method, and tho 
it may poſſibly be found in ſome caſes to anſwer the inten- 
tion, yet its application is often attended with dilagreeable 
effects, and its diſadvantages have been found to more than 
counterbalance its advantages, The following caſe will 
ſufficiently illuſtrate the inelegancy of this method: | 
A 
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A Gentleman with a recent infection was apparently cured by 
mercurials; but ſome time after he was ſurpriſed by the appear- 
ance of a ſmall very ſtubborn ulcer. To cure this he applied the 
method of abſorption juſt mentioned, and perſevered in it till his 
teeth became black and difagreeable, his breath was rendered ſo 
offenſive that no perſon could bear to come within ſome yards of 
him, he was totally emaciated, but the ulcer was not removed, and 
his injured conſtitution dearly experienced the horrors and ineffi- 
cacy of this application. He took only fix bottles of the medicine 
recommended in the following pages: at the end of the third the 
ulcer was healed, and at the completion of the fifth his conſtitution 


was reltored to a degree of aſtoniſhment. 
——— 


Allowing, however, for a moment, that mercury hath 
ſuſicient power to eradicate the venereal virus, yet there 
are two ſubſtantial reaſons forforbearing the uſe of it, where 
more ſafe and eficacious remedies may be had recourſe to. 

One objection to the uſe of mercury is, the danger to 
which the patient is expoſed ſhould he happen to take cold 
whilſt under a courſe of it Many perions are ſo negligent 
as to uſe mercurials without taking the leaſt care either to 
avoid cold, or obſerve a proper regimen ; the conlequence 
of ſuch conduct mult be obvious. The metropolis pro- 
duces daily too many inſtances of the propriety of this ob- 
j:&on: perſons vend their diabolical compoſitions under 
various names, pretending that they may be taken without 
any confinement or reſtriction, being free from every dan- 
gerous quality; when the fact is, they are © mere vehicles 
of corro1ive ſublimate,” and if the unfortunate perſons who 
get into their clutches by any accident take cold, they ſoon 
feel, and perhaps have reaſon never to forget, the fatal 
ele dds rc. A judicious practitioner will adminiſter 
mercurials with the utmolt caution ; and give his patient 
particular 
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particular direQions to avoid ſuch danger, well Knowing 
that without care the remedy often proves woile than the 
diſeaſe. - 

A ſecond objection to the uſe of mercury is, that even a 
ſalivation does not evacuate it out of the ſyſtem, and it ig 
of ſo ſubtile a nature, that it is not poſſible to ſay how long 
it may lie dormant and unperceptible, yet its action may be 
re-produced by many caſual circumstances incident to the 
human frame; and in the courſe of practice variety of caſes 
have been met with, wherein a ſalivation hath returned 
after every effort hath been made to evacuate the mercury 
from the ſyſtem. Thele ailertions are not made merely by 
way of inveighing againſt mercury; but they are founded 
on practice, as well as on the opinion of ſeveral of the moſt 
eminent of the faculty: Dr, Saunders, Dr, Brockleſby, 
Mr. Bromfield, Mr. Howard, and Mr. Perry, have pub. 
licly declared themſelves to the ſame effect; and two in- 
ſtances are particularly recorded; one of a perſon, who 
after ſalivation and an appearance of perſect recovery, 
caught cold in a ſhower of rain, had a ſecond ſalivation in 
conſequence, and died in a few days; the other, of a young 
lady who died of a ſecond ſalivation, which cauſed a mor- 
tihcation, | 

Such evidence of the danger and inefficacy of mercuy, 
one would ſuppoſe ſufficient to deter people from the ule 
of remedies ſo hazardous, even if ſkil fully adminiſtered; 
but particularly from applying in their diſtreſs to thoſe 
1gnorant perſons who impudently ſport with the lives of 
their fellow mortals,

To be of ſervice to our fellow creatures, is one of the 


grand duties incumbent on mankind in general; and 
1 whether 
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whether it is done by giving eaſe and health to the afflicted, 
relieving the diſtreſſed, or in whatever manner it is in our 
power to be of public utility, it is our duty to do it to the 
utmoſt of our abilities. It 1s neceſſary, therefore, after 
ſhewing the inefficacy of the general mode of treatment in 
venereal caſes, to recommend a remedy that ſhaH poſleſs 
all the excellencies required, without any of the diſagree- 
able qualities, 

The venereal virus being “ a fluid ſubtile, volatile, at- 
tractive, corroſive, and penetrating,” it requires a remedy 
at least equally ſubtile, volatile, and penetrating, whoſe 
actions may be extended into the moſt extreme parts of the 
vaſcular ſyſtem, and counteract the malignant qualities of 
the infected virus.

Poux aqua-fortis on any body containing quickſilver, 
and let it ſtand a little, then throw a little lead, and the 
quickſilver ſubſides. Or put a little copper-filings to any 
preparation of mercury, and you may diſtil the quicklilver 
off running. 


Take copper-filings and crude ſal armoniac, and mix 
with any preparation of mercury, and hold the mixture 
over a fire or candle, in an iron or braſs ſpoon, till quite 
hot, when the quickſilver will run into its proper ſhape, 


Sublimate alſo may be revived by adding filings of ſtcel, 
ſalt of tartar, or regulus of antimony; for the acids with 
which the ſublimate is made are more ſtrongly attracted by 
the fixed ſalts and the ſulphur in the antimony, than by the 
quickſilver; the latter being therefore freed, attracts itſelf 
again,

This deluding habit is not confined to“ the gay, the 
giddy, and the vain;”—it is not practiſed only by the licen- 
tious, the man of pleafure, or the avowed debauchee ;—it 
is not a ſenſual gratification known only to the great, the 
affluent, and the man of the world; nor is it confined to the 
youth of one ſex only, The rich, the poor, the ſerious, 
and the wanton; the young, and thoſe of riper years; even 
females, and thoſe who otherwiſe ſhine like ſtars in the re- 
ligious hemiſphere (doubtleſs through ignorance or violent 
temptation) are too often drawn, by an unaccountable in- 
fatuation, or by a dread of the conſequences that ariſe from

a connettion with the other ſex, to yield to this ſyren 
charm; and fall like the firſt tranſgreſſor, when 
In evil hour 
Forth reaching to the fruit, ſbe pluck'd, ſhe eat 
Earth felt the wound, and Nature from her ſeat 
Sighing thro all her works, gave ſigns of woe 
That all was loſt, 
The vice al:uded to has generally been diſtinguiſhed by 


the name of Onaniſm, being the ſuppoſed crime for which 


the Lord flew Onan, as recorded in the g8th chapter of 


Geneſis, —and is generally contratted at an early period of 


life, even before Nature has ſtamped the marks of puberty, 
and without the party reflecting that it is ſinful, or know= 
ing that it is injurious. At ſo early a period as that of ezght 
years (as appears by the caſes hereafter inſerted) have boys 
been taught this baneful habit. It is commonly practiſed 
in great ſchools, as well as in private life, and, alas! too 
often pointed out to the innocent and unguarded youth, 
by thoſe who ought to ule the greateſt care and watchful. 

neſs in the preſerving them from it, | 
Deluded children! little do they imagine that to be the 
firſt ſtep to an age of miſery and woe! Happy, indeed, 
would it be, if that innocence, with which they firſt enter 
into the vicious habit, could preſerve them from the con- 
ſequences that inevitably follow the praftice thereof. But 
vice is like a ſhelving pool; ſhallow at the brink, it may 
be entered without any apparent danger; yet when once 
in, man gets deeper and deeper imperceptibly, till at length 
he gets overwhelmed; and as ſoon as cuſtom has obtained 
any degree of ſtrength, the ſoul and body both concur in 
G 2 ſoliciting 
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foliciting this crime: the ſoul, beſet with unclean thoughts, 


excites laſcivious emotions; and if it be diverted for ſome 
moments by other ideas, the ſharp humours which irritate 
the organs of generation, ſoon draw it back, 

Parents, guardians, and all who have the care of youth, 
about the time of puberty, cannot be too watchful to pre- 
vent it, or depict it in too hateful colours, in order to keep 
it from growing into a habit, and therefore become, like 
all other habits, difficult to remove. 

It 1s a truth, which, perhaps, no practitioner will attempt 
to deny, that the weakneſſes moſt difficult to cure, are 
thoſe occaſioned by early or exceſſive venery, or the bane- 
ful habit of Self-pollution, Young perſons ought to be 
cautious of entering themſelves too early into the ſervice 
of Venus, and to conſider well their conſtitutions before 
they give themſelves up to laſcivious inclinations, The 
ſtrongeſt conſtitutions may be ruined by exceſs, and peo- 
ple of weak and tender habits ought to be particularly 
cautious; for venereal pleaſures may prove equally inju— 
rious, whether they be entered upon zoo earty in life, or 
are carried beyond the bounds of moderation and ſtrength 
of the conſtitution, Theſe conſiderations ought to be im- 
preſſed on the minds of young people early, as it 1s too late 
to caution them againſt a danger, when they have got ſo 
far in that they cannot eſcape it. Nature, it is true, prompts 
ſometimes to bathe in the enticing ſtreams of pleaſure ; but 
our paſſions ſhould be moderated by reaſon, and we ought 
not to ſuſfer the one ſo far to get the aſcendancy over 
the other, as to bring on a total inability to comply with 
the reaſonable defires of Nature; for that will be found to 


be the caſe, even in what is deemed the prime of life, if 
our

our early paſhons are not moderated; and a premature old 
age muſt inevitably be the conſequence of a diſſipated 
youth, if proper reſtoratives be not timely applied to. How- 
ever, young people ſhould not give themſelves up to vo- 
luptuouſneſs, in the hope that ſuch balſamic reſtoratives 
are happily to be obtained. A conſtitution may be ſo far 
debilitated, that the beſt remedies will prove ineffectual 
for its reſtoration, Moſt diſeaſes are much eaſier to pre- 
vent than cure; and though the moſt emaciated perſon, 
even in the laſt ſtage of a conſumption, ought not to deſbair 
of obtaining relief; yet thole, who, perhaps not being 
aware of the danger, have juſt ſtept into the alluring path, 
Mould equally ſeek the molt early remedy, and haſtily re- 
tire from that road, which though apparently ſtrewed with 
pleaſure, 1s ſure to lead them only to deſtruttion, 

From innumerable letters which have been in my poſ- 
ſeſſion—from the moſt extenſive medical practice in a par- 
ticular line of any phyſician in Europe—and thereby from 
a knowledge of the generality and effects of this habit, un- 
known and unconceived by any other practitioner what- 
ever, my duty prompts me to addreſs the heads of all pub- 
lic ſeminaries for the education of youth; for 

I could a tale unfold, whoſe lighteſt word 
Would harrow up the ſoul. | 

But humanity and religion forbid the dread relation: 
Suffice it, that from a due ſenſe of the evils which this vice 
brings upon mankind—from the means by which children 
have been led into the commiſſion of it, and from the great 
difficulty, when once habituated to it, of releaſing themſelves 
therefrom; I do moſt earneſtly entreat all who are con- 
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cerned in the education of youth, to join with me in en. 


To ſave the fall 

Of virtue ſtruggling on the brink of vice; 

In waking whiſpers, and repeated dreams, 

To hint pure thought, and warn the fawvour'd ſoul. 


Boys ſhould be watched with the care of love, and with 
a jealous eye, in all their ſecret haunts and private hours, 
Particularly if a diſpoſition be diſcovered in them to be 
alone, and a diſguſt at their playful amuſements, And 
not the boys only, but the aſhſtants—the uſhers ſhould be 
diligently ſcrutinized, watched and examined by the maſ- 
ter; for too many inſtances have I known of their being 
the fatal cauſe of many a young man's fall! To them, there- 
fore, I conclude in the Apoſtle's advice to Timothy— 
4 Meditate upon theſe things: If a man purge himſelf 
* from theſe, he ſhall be a veſſel unto honour, ſanctified, 
& and meet for the Maſter's ule. Flee alſo youthful lufts; 
ce but follow righteouſneſs, faith, charity, peace, with them 
6 that call on the Lord out of a pure heart,” 

Thoſe parents and guardians who would wiſh to pre- 
ſerve their children from the vicious habits, and from the 
conſequent diſeaſes, combated againft in theſe pages, and 
thereby ſave them from an early grave, or from miſery and 
decrepid age, may be aſſured, that nothing can poſſibly prove 
Jo certain a prefervattve as EARLY and honourable MAR» 
RIAGE, formed upon a real and ſincere affection. The ar- 


guments of prudence and youth, generally made uſe of againſt 


early marriages are fallacious delufions, invented by the 
grand enemy of mankind-; for Nature, both within and 


without, tells them, they are not too young ; and all the 
miſerics 
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miſeries that ever occurred, from an early and proper mar- 


riage, are not in compariſon to the ten theuſandth part of 


thoſe evils which a vicious courſe of life, from fourteen to 
twenty-one, entail upon mankind !—In the one inſtance; a 
few difhculties in life only are the greateſt conſequence, 
which love and mutual affection generally overcome; but in 
the other, either a total diſinclination and inability for con- 
Jugal rites take place, or the conſequences of the parent's 
early imprudence are entailed upon the children, unto the 
third or fourth generation. That diabolical act, which for- 
bids marriage before the age of twenty-one, is an mdelible 
ſtain to the laws of this country—it is a diſgrace to an en- 
lightened nation, an enemy to propagation, and an encou- 
Tagement to proſtitution and debauchery !—It is the com- 
mand of Heaven to marry, increaſe and multiply :—It is 
the ſuggeſtion of Hell to forbid marriage, and to ftir up 
unnatural affections and deſires in young people! 

_ Cheriſh, then, ye who are bleſt with Heaven's choiceſt 
gifts—ye, whole children ſtand like olive-plants round 
about your table—cheriſh in them deſires of an honourable 
and heavenly origin! Point out to them the early working 
of evil paſſions in their little breaſts, and teach em to ſub- 
due them, Shew them the dreadful conſequence of giving 
the leaſt way to vicious thoughts, and inſpire them with a 
love of truth and virtue! Encourage them in every action, 
every word, every thought, and every look, towards the at- 
tainment of that which is juſt and honourable - check in 
them every thing which has the leaſt tendency to vice! 

PARENTS, perſuade your children to make you their con- 

fidant—teach them to give you their hearts / . 
GuaRDIANS, watch, with the moſt tender care, over 
your little charge; be unto them as the angel in Paradiſe, 
G 4 whoſe 
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whoſe {word turned every way, to keep the way of the 
tree of life! Guard them from all evil—lcad them to all 
good! And by your condutt allure them to look up to you 
as, and be you to them, their moſt faithful friend ! 

Turors, feed your flocks like true ſhepherds, remem— 
bering how much depends upon your own example as well 
as upon your precepts! Your charge is molt folemn and 
moſt important :—Parents, guardians, your country, Hea- 
ven itſelf, entruſts to your care its choiceſt gifts — its 
greateſt treaſures! *Tis your's to form the huſband, the 
parent, the ſtateſman, the patriot, the candidate for Hea- 
ven! 

Let all, then, in their ſeveral ſtations, be faithful and 
vigilant; and may He, who commanded little children to be 
brought to him, give a bleſſing to your ſincere endeavours!

H E Divine Author of our being has ſo adjuſted the 


laws of our nature and conſtitution, that a vicious, 


youth muſt neceſſarily groan under a decrepid old age, 
ſhould he reach that ſtage of life, Our bodies are not 
able to ſuſtain the repeated ſhocks of our ungovernable 
luſts; if by an eager purſuit of pleaſure our ſolids are 
kept upon the continual ſtretch, they muſt wear out, and 
either ſubje& us to an immature death, or the mortify- 
ing reflections of repenting age, | | 
Would thoſe young gentlemen, therefore, who ſo early 
and ardently offer themſelves before the ſhcine of Venus, 
but ſeriouſly take a view of the dreadful precipice on 
which they ſtand, when they thus ſtray from the paths of 
virtue; would they attentively conſider what a load of 
afllictions they are treaſuring up for themſelves by their 
diſſolute way of life; and could they but conceive the hor- 
rors of that emaciated ſtate, which will moſt aſſuredly be 
their portion; the dread of what is to come would be ſuf- 
hicient to cool the warmth of paſlion, and guard them 
againſt the temptation of the molt enchanting vices, 
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As to the numerous train of evils, which ariſe from 
the habit of ſelf-abuſe, it can be of little ſervice to caution 
thoſe perſons to avoid a danger, who have never any op. 
portunity of obſerving that caution : this emaciating prac- 
tice is too frequently imbibed amongſt play- feHows, and in 
ſchools, where treaziſes of this kind are never admitted, 
Boys wantonly point it out to cach other, not knowing, 
perhaps, the danger that attends it, Young people think 
not that the prolific juice which they are ſo laviſh of in 
their juvenile days, is the ſource of all their ſprightlineſs 
and activity, and will be wanted in their riper years, to 
ſupport them in caſe of fickneſs, and in health to fit them 
for the neceſſary occupations in life, No friendly moni— 
tor informs them, that a continuance of ſuch prattices will 
bring on diſorders which muſt terminate in the moſt 
dreadful conſequences ; and that ere they have reached 
the meridian of their days they will drag on a miſerable 
life, deprived of memory and all vigour of mind; real 
ſpectacles of wretchedneſs, no longer men, but animals 
Half dead. 

Perhaps the chief cauſe of infidelity on one part in the 
marriage ſtate, may be attributed to the debilitation of the 
other, occaſioned by the imprudencies above alluded to. 
This conſideration might ſurely have ſome weight, and 
ſtop them in the midſt of their diſſipation. At leaſt it 
ought to oblige them to ſeek for proper aſſiſtance for the 
reſtoration of their conſtitution, before they enter into a 
Rate for the duties of which they are totally incapable, and 
which, conſequently, inſtead of proving a life of pleaſure 


and happineſs, muſt inevitably be a continual ſcene of 


diſcontent and miſery. 
But though it is not probable, that young people will 


ſee this treatiſe time enough to prevent them entering into 
ſuch 
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ſuch courſes; yet it may be the means of perſuading them 
to refrain from a continuation thereof, and of reſtoring 
their ſtrength and vigour, juſt to point out ſome of the 
ſymptoms conſequent of ſuch condutt, and to recommend 
a proper remedy, Happy will it be for the reader, ſhould 
he have been ſo unfortunate as to have ſuffered from 
any of the above-mentioned cauſes, if he has prudence 
enough to receive this friendly caution, and reſolution ſuf- 
ficient to wean himſelf from a continuance in the cauſe of 
his misfortune! and the intention of theſe pages wilt be 
fully anſwered, whether they tend to reſtore health to 
conſtitutions already injured, or guard the unwary from 
a continuance in vices, which in the end muſt be their 
inevitable ruin; for theſe kind of pleaſures not only im- 
pair the conſtitution of the body, but weaken and enervate 
the nobleſt faculties of the ſoul, whereby the whole man 
is frequently brought to bend under the weight of the 

moſt melancholy circumſtances, | 
The, puniſhment inflicted upon the ſon of Judah, fufe 
ficiently teſtifies the heinouſneſs of the crime in the ſight © 
of God. It is, indeed, a perverting of his divine order; it 
is the proſtitution of thoſe organs and powers with which 
he endowed man, for the purpoſe of increaſmg the mem» 
bers of his heavenly kingdom, to the gratification of a 
diabolical paſſion : It is turning the grace of God into 
laſciviouſneſs, violating his law of propagation, and plung- 
ing the ſoul, from its original ſcat in heavenly bliſs, to 
the dark region of miſery and woe !—But the melancholy 
gloom which this deſtructive habit caſts over the ſouls of 
its votaries, demands the balm of conſolation, rather than 
the arrows of vindictive juſtice : Turn, then, ye unthink- 
ing mortals! turn from the paths that lead to deſtruction, 
and walk in the road that will carry you to happineſs, 
G 6 - Fly 
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Fly from this tempting, this deceitful ſin, whoſe ſyren 


charm allures you to your ruin. Turn to that all-grac:ous | 


Lord, who is now waiting only that he may be gracious, 
— There is ſtill balm in Gilead, — there is ſtill the Great 
Phyſician there. He hath loved you with an everlaſling 
love; and his arms are open to receive you. He allo is 
able to ſave you, and he will ſupport you in all your temp— 
tations, His ſtrength will be perfected in your weaknels ; 
and if you are but ſtedfaſt in your deſire to flee from the 
ſin,—in all your ſtruggles—in all your dangers, trials, 
diſtreſſes, and aſſaults of the enemy, you will be more than 
conquerors, through Chriſt that loved you! 

The truth of theſe obſervations would be ſufficient to 
ſtop young people in this pernicious progreſs, if they could 
foreſee, that in this reſpect one falſe ſtep brings on another; 
that they cannot reſiſt temptation; that in proportion as 
the motives of ſeduction increaſe, reaſon, which ſhould 
keep them within bounds, is weakened; and, in a word, 
they find themſelves plunged in a ſea of miſery, without, 
perhaps, the hope of a ſingle plank to eſcape upon, If 
ſometimes early infirmities give them notice; if the dane 
ger terrifies them for ſome moments, when the infirmity 
is relieved and the danger gver, rage precipitates them 
afreſh, 

The abſolute controul which this practice gains over the 
ſenſes is beyond expreſſion. No ſooner has this unclean- 
neſs got the maſter over the heart, but it purſues its votary 
every where, and keeps poſſeſſion of him at all times and 
in all places, Upon the moſt ſerious occaſions, and in the 
molt ſolemn acts of religion, he finds himſelf in a manner 
tranſported with luſtful conceptions and deſires, which 
take up all his thoughts, 

3 | Nothing 
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Nothing ſo much weakens the mind as that continual 
bent of it to one object, which is the caſe with thoſe ad- 
dicted to Onaniſm; and whatever vocation a perſon is 
engaged in, ſome degree of attention is required, which 
this pernicious practice renders them incapable of. 

True 1t 1s, that we are ignorant whether the animal 
ſpirits and the ſeminal liquor are the ſame; but experience 
teaches us thoſe two fluids have a ſtri& analogy, and that 
the loſs of either produces the ſame effects. 

The loſs of too much ſemen occaſions laſſitudes, debili- 
ties, and renders exerciſe difficult: it cauſes emaciation, 
and pains in the membrane of the brain, which patients 
call a dry burning heat, and which inceſſantly burns inter- 
pally the moſt noble parts. 
only waſte, but the mind and body equally languiſh, and 
By theſe emiſhons 
not only the powers are loſt, but the memory fails, the 
fight is clouded, and the voice becomes hoarle, 

Young people of either ſex, who devote themſelves to 
laſciviouſneſs, deſtroy their health in diſſipating thoſe 
powers which were deſtined to bring their bodies to their 
greateſt degree of vigour. The ſeminal liquor has ſo great 
an influence upon the corporeal powers, and upon perfe& 
digeſtion, which repairs them, that phyſicians in general 


The ſpinal marrow does not 


the man periſhes a miſerable victim. 


are of opinion, that the loſs of one ounce of this liquor 
would weaken more than that of forty ounces of blood. 
Its uſe and importance determines the only proper method 
of its being evacuated. Too great a quantity of ſemen 
being loſt in the natural courſe, produces very direful 
effects; but they are ſtill more dreadful when diſſipated in 
an unnatural manner. The accidents which happen to 


ſuch as waſte themſelves in a natural way are very terri- 
ble; 
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ble; thoſe which are occahoned by maſturbation are ſtill 
more ſo. 4 

| Frequent emiſſions of the ſeed relax, dry up, enervate, 
and produce a croud of evils, as lethargies, epilepſies, 
faintings, tremors, palſies, ſpaſms, &c. The ſtomach is 
diſordered, digeſtion deſtroyed, diſturbing dreams prevent 
ſleep adminiſtering relief, the whole body is weakened, 


particularly towards the loins; decay and emaciation ſuc. 


cced ; inſenſible perſpiration is obſtructed, the irregularity 
of which produces the moſt fatal conſequences, occaſions 
the liver and reins to be over-heated, gives a diſpoſition 
for the ſtone in the kidnies, the natural heat is diminiſhed, 
the fight weakened, and the eyes fink into the head, 
That the practice above alluded to, when carried to ex- 
ceſs, will in general have the direful effects above-men- 
tioned, is moſt certain; but that ſome conſtitutions have 
been much addicted to it, and yet not been apparently in- 
Jured, cannot be denied, And it hath frequently been 
aſked upon this ſubject; How can the conſtitution be in- 
jured more by this habit than by a natural connection; 
when in the former inſtance the parts only ſuffer violence, 
whereas in the latter, the whole body and mind are ſtrongly 
agitated P—In anſwer to this it may be obſerved, that a 
proper and honourable connection is according to the laws 
of Nature and Divine Order; but this mode of felf-indul- 
gence is directly contrary thereto, And if a communica- 
tion between the ſexes was only to take place, when a 
proper defire, and not an immoderate luſt, prompted 
thereto, the laws of divine order would not be broken, nor 
would the human conſtitution ever be injured thereby. 
But when the deſires of Nature, even towards women, are 


perverted into 4%, and more particularly when Nature is 


FORCED 
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FORCED againſt her inclination, as is too frequently the caſe 
with maſturbators, and every effort poſſible continually 
employed to obtain a ſecretion of that fluid which ſhould 
be the ſtrength and ſupport of the man—the laws of God 
and of Nature are violated—Divine Order is thrown into 
con fuſion—and the human conſtitution ſuffers as much 
from the unnatural convulhons into which it is thrown, 
as it does from the loſs of its molt refined ſecretion, 

Whilſt the dangerous and dreadful conſequences of give 
way to this deluding habit are pointed out to unwary 
Youth; and every argument poſhble urged, in order to 
deter them from the practice; it may not be lefs improper 
to give a word of conſolation to thoſe, who having been 
ignorantly allured thereinto, have been alarmed at the 
ſight of the dreadful precipice on which they have been 
ſporting, Even thoſe who have given very little into this 
practice, have ſuffered great diſtreſs of mind, on account 
of being much troubled with nocturnal emiſſions, and 
have ſuppoled that every diſagreeable ſymptom they per- 
ceive is the effect thereof: To thole ſo diſtreſſed, it is ne- 
ceſſary to give this conſolation, namely, That many of the 
ſymptoms formerly deſcribed, may be occaſioned by other 
cauſes, and that nocturnal diſcharges do not always pro- 
ceed from that debilitation of the parts which they ſup- 
poſe ; but frequently from an irritable quality of the blood, 
which requires purifying, and lomefimes from a fullneſs 
of the ſeminal veſſels, and too great a ſecretion of the 
ſeminal juice, 

But the diſtreſs in the mind of thoſe patients who have 
been awakened to a ſenſe of its ſinfulneſs, far exceeds 
every agony which the body can poſhbly ſuffer! But 
whence is this affliction and diſtreſs? Why do they think 
ſo hardly of that God of Love, whole only aim is to bring 
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them to repentance ?—Have they not turned from the evil 
of their ways? Have they not repented in ſackcloth and 
aſhes? Let them not, thereſorc, have ſuch improper ideas 
of the love and tenderneſs of their heavenly Father, as to 
ſuppoſe him irreconcileabl- ! Though they have offended 
him times as numerous as the ſtars of heaven, his arms are 
always open to receive a repenting predigal! Though their 
ſins have been as ſcarlet—though they have been red like 
crimſon—though blacker than the vileit devil in the 
loweſt hell; yet ſhall they be clothed in a robe purer than 
angelic white; for the Gobp of TRUrH hath declared, that 
„% Whenever the wicked {urn?!/ away from the wickedneſs 
that he hath committed, and doeth that which is right, he 
ſhall ſave his ſoul alive.“ Wet are the conditions here 
held out? Repentance. And what is repentance ? The turn— 
ing away from evil, as being a {in againſt God. When, 
thercfore, they have had their eyes opened to lee the evil 
of their ways—when they have had ſtrength ſufficient 
given to preſerve them from the temptation—and, when 
their whole ſoul is defirous to forſake the darling fin—O 
let them not think © hardly of God,” for he is Love, eſ- 
ſential Lo VE] and faithful in that he hath promiled ;— 
& Fury is not in me !-—Ye may make peace with me—ye 
all make peace with me.” 

Surely the idea of ſuch a train of miſeries, proceeding 
from this cauſe, might be ſniicient to deter youth from 
entering into ſuch a courle !-—Douhtleſs it would, if they 
were aware of it; but theſe are not all the baneful effects 
of this habit. In the following letters, ſome very extra- 
ordinary caſes will be found, pointing out the ill effects of 
giving way to this alluring vice I— That others may take 
warning from theſe examples, is the earneſt deſire and

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A glect, called alſo the ſimple or benign gonorrhea, is 
an involuntary efflux of ſeminal juice; or, as Dr. Fordyce 
defines it, An increaſed ſecretion from the mucous glands 
of the urethra without infection.“ The diſcharged matter 
is mild and generally whitiſh, occaſioning no diſorder on 
the parts through which it. paſſes, or on which it falls. 

Weakneſs in the parts is the PRINCIPAL CAUSE, Which 
may be occaſioned particularly by exceſſive or too early ve- 
nery, and the practice of ſelf pollution, to which youth are 
ſo generally addicted. It may allo be occaſioned by re- 
laxation owing to heat of climate, as alſo by the ſhock of 
any violent diforder, violent or too frequent purging, ex- 
cels of ſpirituous liquors, cold, too frequent coition, vio- 
lent exerciſe, and acrimony in a cacochymic, ſcorbutic, 
or arthritic habit, It often happens, likewiſe, that after 
a venereal infection, a gleet will remain and be very trou- 
bleſome, even though every ſemptom of the diſeaſe hath 
diſappeared. 

A venereal gonorrhea frequently repeated, improperly 
treated, and even with the moſt judicious treatment, often 
ends in a gleet, which may procced from ſome remains of 
the infection, or merely from relaxation. It is of conſe- 
quence, however, for the patient to be aſſured of this be- 
fore he attempts the cure; becauſe the ſtopping a venereal 
gleet before the infection is removed, is ſometimes attended 
with bad conſequences. 

If the diſcharge be inconſtant, and is obſervable only 
upon ſtraining to ſtool, or when ſtimulated by laſcivious 
deſires, there is no reaſon to apprehend any infection re- 
maining . but if the diſcharge is conſtant and obſtinate, it 
is to be fearcd the diſorder is {till lurking within. If the
